own inclination , both Doraliſa and my ſelf did nothing elſe for three daiesrogether, bur 
harp upon the liberality of Abradares , and the avarice of exaris: For my part ( faid 
Deraliſa unto the Princeſs , one afternoon when none was with her ) I am confident that 
if this Pruice were riot in Love, he would not be ſo liberal : But for all that ( faidI unto 
her ) as much as you attribute unto Loye ,..it muſt be. confeſſed , thar this. paſſion 'does

ſhe applied his words unto the ſame endthar he deſired. '*The alteration" in her counte- 
narſte was not only obſerved by Abradeter , but by Mexars , and Perinthus#: The firit 
of theſe was red with anger , the ocher pale with ſorrow; . and this trivial paſſage of almoſt 
no conſideration , -did ſo take up the.minds of theſe four perſons ; that the converſation 
was quite ſpoiled.. - Panthea'was vexed to the ſoul thar ſhe ſhould bluſh , becauſe ſhe ſaw 
Abradates obſerved it: This Prince made a conſtruction of this bluſh in favour to himſelf. 
Mexaris on the other ſide did. interpret it unto his advantage : Perinrhws without any 
on how to expound the meaning of it , did fo certainily conelude; that-Panthee had 
an inclination towards Abradates , that he became more miſerable then he' was before :

Inthe niean time the company parted , every one carri- 
ed that evil which tormented him in his own heart , only Dorali/a excepred, whoſe plea- 
fant hamours would not ſuffer her to forge Mountain miſeries out of molehil matters; and- 
therefore ſhe went as merry home , as Mexari and Perinthus did melancholy ; yet Mex- 
ars did verily believe, tharif he would demand Panthes in Marriage from the Prince of 
Claſomena , he ſhould eaſily obtain her ; bathe belieyed that (r»{/#s out of ſome -poli- 
tique reaſons of State did not deſire the match , fearing leſt the principality of "Claſe- 
mena being in the hands of the richeſt Prince in all Lydia', ſhould after his death raiſe Ci- 
vil War ; fo that MMexars apprehended this as ſome obſtacle , and therefore would*nor 
publiſh his deſign , uncil he had brought it ſo forwasd, that he mighe execute ir, wherher 
Creſſns would or no. And'in order to this; there was a neceſlity of gaining the heart of 
Panthea, and the conſent of the Prince her Father”, that he might have a place of rettear 
when need ſhould be, -and therefore he courted all- occaſions ro obtain it.

Therefore never think , I. beſeech you , that by being rigorous, you can chaſe out of my

C/aſemens, that' the Princeſs - 
would not admit'of any company bur his, Dorali/e, and mine : ſo that it may nor unfitly 
beſaid, that as Rofes grow amongſt thorny prickles, ſo the delights of Perinrhus did gre 
amongſt his ſorrows : *Tis true,” his fweers did-laſt no Jonget then the ſweets of a fading 
Roſe + For beſides, thar Love-is an enemy to reſt and ſerenity, he and his delights were 
blaited by a ſtinging Letter from Andramites; for .it brought him news, that Aer eHF, 
was perpetually as cloſe to-the Prince of Claſomena, as if he were;his ſhadow : yer for all 
rhis, ſince the Princeſs was not amongſt them, they could nor pur their Reſolutions ints-

no ſeſ5 thanks forthat ;-chen for keeping her our of che'power of Mexars : And fince 
ſhe did apprehend with abitidance of tengerneſs all thar Perinrhus had done for her , ſhe 
did accept it with great ackgowledgments: - On the other ſide , Pe-imhus looking upon 
Abradates , as upon himrhbar had reaped the fruit of all his pains , he almoſt repented of 
what he had done , and perhaps rather wifhed fexaris had carried away the Princeſs, * 
chen that Abratates ſhould ſhare with him in the glory of defending her , or that for his 
particular he ſhould owe his life unto him.

- after which we went on. * I had forgor'to tell you Madami , how after the. combat was 

ended , we found one of Mexarisgis men diſmounted of whom we ſeized, and whom 

Abradates cauſed to be brought unto Sards, . that {7s mighr be betrer inform'd of all 

paſſages. T will not tell you Madam , how extreamly that Prince was incenfed againſt 

AMexarzts , when he heard of his intentionsto take away Panthear, nor how the Prince of 

( laſomena was ſurprized, grieved, and angry : Bur give me leave to tell you that which 

indeed is admirable , for Perinthus who did fac he could to kill Mexars , did now uſe 

all endeavours poſlible by the means of eAndramites , to appeaſe Craſſus, upon' no o- 
ther motive , but only to make him an obſtacle unto eAbradates. Thus the miſerable Pe- 
rinthes , (as generous as he was ) was forced by the violence of his paſfion to further him

his angry mind againſt Mexari , which cn ſhe did; and  Andramires the next 
mor: 11g went unco Perinthis , and told him that he could norgatisfie his defires., becauſe 
Doraliſa.deſired of him the quite contrary ; therefore he told him , that vvhere the caſe 
of a Miſtriſs and a friend comes in competition , he ſhould nor think himſelf unjuſt, in 
| ; giving 
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comparably better then ordinary , and could not in any civility forbid him the' viſiting 
Pantkea , with whom his hours-were much more ſweet. ſince [{exaris was not preſent. 
It ſeemed that Prince , ( who was retired unto a Town , the Governour whereof was his 
creature”) was dangerouſly wounded , fo that there being no fears of hisreturn,, Abre- 
dates enjoyed as many pleaſures as Perinthws did ſorrows ; yet had he this birer ingredi- 
ent amongſt his ſweets , that Cre&ſſ#5 was no; better diſpoſed then uſual to conſent unto 
his Marriage with Paxthea , fo rhart he had ſome Cloudy daies as well as many \Sur-ſhine.

his Daughter with him , co the ed char abſencemighe extinguith the paſſion in  brade- 
xes his foul : Perinthus you may imagine did not oppoſethisfdefipn;, but on' the contra- 
ry , did ſo zealouſly prompt the Prince his Maſter unto it , and alſo ſet 4 ig upon 
Creſſ#s to baſten it , that ch& voyage was talked on as A thing certainly reſolved upon : 
So-chart when Abradazes thought himſelf neereſt his happineſs, he feared to be furtheſt off 
it. .

Ar laſt Madamn, after all was faid that could be,between two perſons who were reſolved . 
to love for ever,and who feared never to meer again, they parted : For though Abradazes 
was to make a ceremonious Viſit unto the Princeſs to bid her adieu, he valued that bur 2s 
an empty ſuperſtition, ſince he knew he could not then talk in private with her ; fo that 
when ſhe left him at.Cor«b/a's houſe, he looked upon her like a Statue,and as if he would:

who carrying him into his Cloſet with extraordinary civility, told him, that bis forrunes 
now looked with another face, and rhar he ſhould receive aLetter from the Queen of 
S»fiana, which would tell him that the Prince his Brother, and the King his Father were 
both dead, and that he was to be King: This News did extreamly ſurprize Abradates, 
and moved him unto much ſorrow ; for though theſe two dead Princes hadin their lives 
been both extreamly unjuſt and rigorous in exiling him, yer natural affection did produce- 
ſuch effeRts in him as uſeth to be in generous perſons ; ſo that he received the news of his 
being rem jad Sj with a mixture of ſome ſorrows ; bur yet ſuch ſorrows as were not 
above his Reaſon. Creſſ#s told him, that the man who brought this news had a Letter:

After Abradares 
knew all theſe things, he retired to his Lodging with a mind full of various apprehenſions, 
ſo thar ar firſt he could not himſelf well tellwhar he thought. Since-it was now very-late, 
very few did know this news. that. night : but the next morning there was not 0ne which: 
did not know that Abradates-was King of S»fiaza, and rejoyced at it : Perinthws himſelf 
was glad, becauſe he flattered himſelf with an imagination that Abradates would be forced 
co depart that very day, and that perhaps ambirion and abſence might' root. out of his 
hearr all thoughts of Love unto the Princeſs: ſo that I do verily think ſhe apprehended 
fewer joys at the good fortune of Abradares, then Perinthws did ; becauſe ſhe feared: left 
the change of thar Princeſs condition ſhould work any mutable effe&s upon his heart.

Bur 
Madam,asitis the cuſtom of the World to judg roo raſhly upon the thoughts 6f others, 
ſo,for tyvo days after this nevvs vvas brought unto Abradares, one vvould have faid that 
he never had any thoughts of IPanthea ; and the conceit of it did fo pleaſingly flatter up 
Perinchns that he reſented real joys. Whileſt theſe hopes vvere ſmoothing his fancy, the 
Deputies from S#ſ arrived; who after they had preſented unto Abradares the fidelity of 
all his Subje&s, rendered thanks unto Creſſwme from their Queen for the proteRion which 
he had given him during his unjuſt Exile,- and aſſured him chat ſhe wouls xs $Sreſent it 
as a great obligation upon her. "After this Abradates, who had no mind to fend cirher 
unto Panthea, or Doraliſa, or me, until he had brought things to ſuch a paſs' ache deſired, 
went to Crefſw inthe morning, to tell him, that thinking he would never have been ſo 
averſe to the Marriage of Paezthea and himſelf, -but becauſe he wonld haye'to firanger 
Prince eſtabliſhed within his Dominions, therefore he came ro4eclare unto hijn, thar he 
was ready to renounce all the Rights and Intereſts: this Princeſs had - or ever ſhould have 
unto the Principality of C/aſomens -(if ſhe would conſent unto tt 'as well as himſelf, ) -pro- 
vided he would conſent unto his Marriage with her. - Creffw liearing a Propofirion {6- 
advantagious fot himſelf, was much pleated with-it, and promiſed-ro motion-ir_unto'the 
Prince of Claſomena : Aﬀter which, Abradates returning 'moſt 'hearry thartls, -and'cor- 
jured him to keep his word, he went the ſame day unto the Prince of (/aſomena to motion 
the Marriage between the Princeſs his daughter and the Kttig'of S»fiars : ard although 
he had not yer the conſent of the Queen his Mother, yet he beleeved ſhe would approve 
of any motion which ſhould have the Authority of (72 fſ#s to eountenance nt; who would: 

never make the motion farther' then the Queen his Mother / ſhould give her conſent, of 
which Abradetes did make no queſtion: Me rn of S»ſa afo,unto-whorti Abrabates 
had imparted his defign, did fo confident! bim he woaldifind no oppoſition from 


the Queen his Mother, that he did not fear heſhiould incenſe her byit; fo much the 
leſs, :becauſe theſe Depurics told him, that alf- bis Subje&ts (conſidering there was not a 


Princeſs in all his own Kingdom, - nor in any of his' neighbor Dominions, whom he could- 
marry) would be wondrous well fatisfied, if he brought them a "Queen every-ivay fo.illn-- 
ſtrious 83 the Princeſs of C/s/orexa. Crefſus then propounded this Match unto the Prince 
of {laſomena, and it ſeemed ſo advantagious unto him, rhat without any further: conſults 
tion.he accepted of it :- ſo that.

Perinthws-will die:if he be not well looked un- 
to; AndI do confeſs , that finge. I am his debtor for-che ſafety of Paxckes:; I. ſhould 
bs. ts th G . be 
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be exceedingly troubled if he ſhould any way miſcarry. But Sir, ſaid T unto him, ſuppoſe 
all you imagine were true, yet what Remedy is there ? Only this, replyed Abradates, to 

perſwade the Princeſs, that the will pleaſe ro command him not-to deſpair. As he faid 

ſo, Panthea came into the Chamber, and no ſooner ſaw him, but ſhe asked how Perin- 
* thas did > and what he thought of his ſickneſs > Madam, faid he unto her, Perinthxs hath 

told me many things, and to ſo little purpoſe, that I conceive his mind is more ſick then 

his body ; and for my part, I think he ſtands more in need of ſome comforts then any 

phyſick. Yet I do not know, faid ſhe, that any misfortune hath bappened unto him.

ran upon what Abradates told her: yet notwithſtanding after he was gone, not daring 
to tell us what ſhe thought of Perinthus, nor being willing to give over her cares of him, 
unto whom ſhe was obliged, ſhe defired Dorali/a to go and viſit him, and appointed me 
co accompany her, hoping to be better informed at our Return then ſhe had been by 4- 
bradates. Deraliſa and T were glad of this employment, and went with joy, thinking we 
had ſo much power over the fpirits of Perivrhis, as might move him to cheer up his ſpirits, 
and uſe all Remedies to live : but atas, Madam, we found our ſelves extreamly deceived ; 
for the viſit of 4bradates had fo incenſed his forrows, and augmented his diſeaſe, rhat we 
could not look upon him without extream compalſlion : yet was he ſomething farisfied 
that he might talk with us, and commanded all to go-out of the Chamber, that he mighe 
with more freedom expreſs himſelf : Bur as ſdon as we began to chide him for refuſing all 
helps; No,no, faid he unto vs, I ought not to think wpon-life; "and provided I might but 
dye before the King of S»/iave marryed the Princeſs Panthea, I ſhould not at all think m 
felf miferable; bur I fear I cannot avoyd this misfortune. 'E: 

Ic is fo far berween Sardis and S»ſa, replyed T, that F hope it will be eftly cured, 

. both of your miſeries of mind and body before they can get thither ; or before they 

be marryed:/ | Sure you do not know, replyed he, that there arrived within this honr'a 
Mefſenger from the Queen of S-f;ava, who hearing of the affection which the Prince her 
Son did bear unto the Princeſs Parrhea, ſent urito hum to continne his Love, and that ſhe 
' conſented unto his Marriage : So that Abradates having now no rub in his way, will infal- 
bbly marry her, and make me abſolutely deſpair, if death do not ſpeedily deliver me. 
Doraliſz and F did mach wonder that Perinthns conſidering his condition ſhould know 
the news before us; yet we imagined it not impoſlible but eLndramites might be his In» 
eelligencer, and therefore were doubted not of the truch. And after this (ſaid he unro ; 
vs) I hope youre nor ſo inhumane as to wiſh me live any longer ; but if the Princeſs di& ; 
command you to perfwade me, I pray you do not obey her : yer if the Princeſs did know 
my paſſion, and after that had ſo mach goodneſs or cruelty (for I know not which of 
theſe two Epithites to ufe) as to bid me live, perhaps I ſhould ftrive to obey her, and ufe

However (faidI unto him) be fatisfied with this, that you have no cauſe to 
complain either againſt your Rival, or your Princeſs whom you loved. Ah Pherenice 
(cryed he out) -thar which you rhink ſhould fatisfie me, is it which ſends me unto black de- 
ſpair, ſince certainly I ſhould have leſs cauſe to complain, ifT could complain with Juſtice 
of arty but my ſelf. Bur ſince you are ſo full of Reaſon, re 4 Doraliſa, why do you not 
follow it ? Becauſe I have eyes, __ he, yetam ſuch a ſlave as that I cannot ſee: I 
ſee the way which I ought to take for the-recovery of my Liberty ; bur alas, I am chained 
too faſt to follow it ; and nothing bur death is ſtrong enough to break thoſe chains : And 
therefore if you be as much my friends as I beleeve you are, you will not blame me, nor 
deſire me to live; yet have I one favour to beg of you (ſaid he unto us in ſuch a manner 
as would have moved a heart of ſtone) which I conjure you not to deny me, and that is, 
to find out ſome expedient if it be poſlible. that my adored Princeſs may not marry Abra- 
dates until the day after my death : The term will be but ſhort, faid he, for if I be noc 
much deceived, four days is my longeſt limits.

I confeſs Madam, when Dorali/a and I heard Perinthns ſpeak thus, we were ſo exceed- 
ingly moved unto pity, that we could not refrain from tears ; *and ſo we wept with him, 
fince we could not work any.more upon him, and ſo left him with a promiſe to ſee him 
again : yet-we uſed all poſlible arguments to cheer up his ſpirits before we parted, yer all 
in vain: Then did we return unto the Princeſs extreamly melancholy, and in the way con- 
ſidered what we ſhould ſay unto her, bur could not reſolve whether or no it were beſt to 
tell her that ſhe was the cauſe of Perinrhws his death.

After this, Parrthea excuſed her ſelf as much as poſlibly ſhe 
could from ſeeing Perinthus, not telling her true Reaſon,” becauſe her modeſty would not 
permither to ſpeak her thoughts: Bur ar laſt Dorali/a, uſing her accuſtomed freedom 
with the Princeſs, told her all we knew, and with ſo much art, and obligingly for Perin- 
thas, that the Princeſs was no leſs ſorry then angry to hear of his paſſion to her. Panthes 
_ atfirſt ſeemed to hide her reſentments from us ; but aft ſhe confeſſed that the 
death of Perinthus would trouble her, and would ſeem ſo bad an omen unto all the reſt of 
ber life,chat ſhe durſt not hope to paſs it happily: Then did ſhe chide us a hundred times 
becauſe we did not cure Perinthns of his paſſion, thinking that Reaſon were ſufficient phy- 
ſick to cure that diſeaſe. Afterwards, ſince we did importune her unto a viſit of this lan- 
iſhing Lover, ſhe was as far from conſenting unto it,as we were urgent : Madam, faid I 
unto her,he knows not that we have revealed his ſecret ; and queſtionleſs you would have 
done him this charitable favour, . if you had not ſuſpe&ed his Love. Ir is ſufficient that T 
now know it, ſaid ſhe, to keep me from ſeeing him : not bur thatT ſhould be extreamly 
ſorry for the death of a man unto whom I am much obliged for c—_ me from the 
oe of Mexarzs ; yetI cannot do as you deſire me : Moreover, if he do love me, my 
Igut will rather haſten then prevenc his death, ſince he cannot ſee me but with abundance 
ſorrow. Since he deſires it (faid I unto her) methinks it would be too inhumane to 
deny him that favour. You do not apprehend what Abradates might think (replyed ſhe) 
if be ſhould know Perinthas loved me,and that I ſhould viſit him. You may ask him leave 
if you pleaſe, replyed1, for I ſee him enter : And Dorali/a, in purſuance of what I ſaid, 
no ſooner ſaw Abradates with the Princeſs, but ſhe addreſſed her ſelf unto him; Is it not 
true Sir, ſaid ſhe; thar che Princeſs is obliged to viſit Perinthws ? There is no queſtion of it, 
replyed he ; and if to induce her unto it there want only an addition of my petition unto 
yours, I ſhall moſt willingly make it unto her ; and I am verily perſwaded, toe if he will 
not mend upon the ſight of her, he will dye within a few days. Since the Princeſs would 
not tell 46radates the true Reaſon which reſtrained her, ſhe ſpoke ſo faintly, that he per- 
ceived ſhe might be perſvvaded, ſo that he became'very importune vvith her : Bur at the | 
laſt his urgency and ours together prevailed, though .it pur che Princeſs to the — 
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think how Abradates would take it , and certainly none could carry it with more genero- 

ſiry tho he did upon this occaſion : For ſince he: had a high confidence of Panthea's

you Madam all the paſſages of this viſit, is impoſlible ; -ler it ſuffice to.tellyou,; that. Pe- 

Tinthas did ftrive to die twenty times whiP'it che Princeſs was preſent; ſom&times one mi 

ſee him in the depth of ſorrows ; preſently afcer , ſome ſparks of joy would glance in his 
eyes , as neer death ashe was ; then in an inſtant , diſpair would ſo ſtifle his Spirits , that 
one could not underftand what he faid ; but for ajl this , he ſtill kept a moſt profound re- 
verence untothe Princeſs;, -he thanked her for the honour ſhe'did him , telling her, thar 
fince he bad this honour-once more to ſee her , -he had nothing elſe to do in the world bur 
die : And when ſhe commanded him co take ſome helps; | he ſtayed a while ſilent , then 
upon a ſuddain lifring up;his eyes unto her-: 'Madam,, ſaid he, If. you did but know 
what you wiſh me , when'youdeſire I ſhould live ,; you would unwiſh it again : For inr 
deed Madam(added he in a languiſhing tone)when Dorali/a thought me to be in Love,ſhe 
was not miſtaken; T am inLove Madam , and I ſhould not die at this time , bur; becauſe] 
am in Love : And ſince you were ignorant of my miſeries:, you are excuſeable in wiſhing 
-meto live , becauſe you thotght I might perhaps be happy. This is all Madam, that the 
reſpe&sI owe you will permit me to ſpeak of my miſeries and misfortuhes,. — _...;. . 

' Perinthus pronounced theſe laſt words ſo weakly,: that one would have feared he would 
immfnediately expire;, for his ſorrows did ſo overwhelm all his faculties , chat for a quarter 
of an hour together he was ſpeechleſs ;-bur yer ſince he did not loſe his ſight and under- 
ftanding , he had the confolation-to ſee ſome tears drop,from the eyes of 'the Princeſs, yet 
did ſhe hide them as well as ſhe could,, and nor being able to ſtay any longer in fight of 
ſo fad an _ ſhe went forth : After ſhe had appointed all the Phyfitians , borh of 
Craſſus and others to» come unto him , they did unanimouſly conclude he coutd nor%- 
ſcape , but indeed would die within a ſhort time , and indeed it proved ſo: It was con- 
ceived , that rhe ſight of the Princeſs , which-we procured as a remedy, was his diſpatch, 
and he died that night following , and was azuniverſalty imaged, wornes was any in the 
world : THe Princeſs was ſo grieved , that ſhe conld not hide fome part - of her forroys , 
leſt Abradates ſhould imagine that ſhe knew ſomething of Perinthns his paſſion , bethee 7 
ſhe told him : Burt this Prince had a greater confidence in her; then to entertain the leaſt 
unjuſt thoughe; and therefore he did nor think ic ſtrange , ſhe ſhould grieve for a man 
unto whom ſhe was much obliped , and for whom he grieved himſelf. Thus the poor 

Perinthus , had the honour to be lamented by his Miſtrils with her tears , to be grieved 

for by his Rival , and his Maſter , who did viſit him in his ſickneſs, and had all imagine- 

able care of /him ; his death did for a time defer the Marriage of Abradates , for it did 
ſo exceeding perplex Panthea,, that ſhe was not well eight daies after , during which time, 

news was brought , that the Prince Mexaris was dead of his wounds and ſorrows, ſo 

that rhe Court went into mourning , though his death did not much trouble 'us :.. How- 
ever , ſo many ſad accidents in ſo ſhort a time did difquiet the Princeſs, yet-notwithſtand- 
ing her cauſes of joy were ſufficient to ſweeten all thefe ſorrows ; and fifteen daies after 
her Marriage with Abradares was accompliſhed without any ceremony ,; becauſe of the 
death of Mexars, and all magnificence was deferred until vve came to S»/a , vvkither 
yvithin a fevy daies after vve vvent , in an equipage ſuitable to the quality and liberalic 
_of Abradates : The Princeſs had the comfort to carry Doraliſa vvith her , noreuitngs 
ing all the endeavours of eAndramites , and the Prince A4yr/iles , though the reaſons of 
this Prince vvas unknovyvn unto ns : So this p__ Lady did never forlake her, but could 

not meet vvith this accompliſhed Gallant vvhich ſhe had been ſo long in queſt of, in' S»/a 

Ho more then in Sard;s. I ſhall not need to relate unto you Madam , how the Princeſs 

Panthea was received by her fair Mother in Law, nor how 'eAbradxres lived with her ſince 

ſhe was married, until the day that Fortune parted them , and the fate of Arms broughr 

her under the power of the illuſtrious Cy7s : For if I ſhould relate the whole ſtory , 
' perbapsIſhould nort/find belief, art leait in ſerting forth che King: of S»fiaxa's paſſion, 
which certainly was more violent then any expreſiions can ſer forth , yet not more then 
bers to him ;- and therefore I will fay no more , but moſt humbly beſeech your pardon ,

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== 77s Was no ſooner come unto the Camp , but he ſent to tell the 
i King of Phrygia , that the Queen of S»/ane, and the Princeſs of 
Pontxs had writ ſo effectually in behalf of the Prince Arramas, thac 
he hoped for a happy ſucceſs of Aglatidas his voyage : The day 
follovving , he diſpatched an Envoy unto Ciaxares , to acquaint 
him with all paſſages, and to beſeech.him to Tend me more Forces, 
to the end , that if Thomirs ſhould attempt any thing againſt him, 
| he might keep himſelf ſtill in a poſture of defence, until he had fi- 
niſhed the War wherein he was ingaged, and releaſed the Princeſs 1Mandane : Afﬀer

brance of ſo many angry Oracles and fatal Preditions which might well have made the 
heart of Cyr#s to tremble, yet by 6s gloſs hs ſorrows ſo well, that all the Souldiers who 
were ignorant of them did march with as much alacrity, as they were wont to do when 
they went unto a certain Vitpry : And when they ſaw Cyrxs put on his Arms and take 
horſe, there appeared a moſt noble Fury in his eyes ; and indeed this Prince was ſo unlike. 
himſelf when he prepared rofight, or give our Military Orders, thar there was'not a grea- 
ter alrecation in the countenance of the Pirhian when ſhe gave' her Oracles, then in the 
facenFCyrut when the ford was in his hand : One would have faid that anew ſpiric did 
animate him, and /that he himſelf was become the God of War ; his; complexion grew 
high and lively,” his eyes more ſparkling, his ation more'free, his voyce more clear, and. 
every way more majeſtical : ſo that at his leaſt beck, he ſtruck terror into the Souls of all 
abour him : Yet did there always appear a calm ſerenity in his Soul, maugre this heroique. 
agiliry, which made hun perpetually change his place,and be in every place to-give Orders 
throughout alt ; and certainly he-did ir with ſo much prudence; as never any could ever 
tax him with commanding any thing to an ill purpoſe : Alſo, he was always obeyed with 
moſt exact diligence, and blind obedience ; as foon as ever he ſpoke the word, all were 
ready to execute; and his preſence had ſomething in ir fo divine and terrible both, cþar. 
when he was in the head of his Army, onlywith his all-commanding Trunchion in his 
hand, one might very well ſay, 'he made both his Friends and his Enemies to tremble, and' 
wrought different effeRts in the hearts of both : for his Enemies out of very fear did often 
fly; and his Friends out of fear to diſpleaſe him, became incomparably more valiant ; 
and certainly that divine heat which warmed his hearc, and ſparkled in his eyes, did com-' 
municate it ſelf rhronghour the Army, end begot fuch an ardent deſire of fighting, as was 
often 2 great Cauſe of ViRtories. | 
- Fhus did Cyr«s appear when he had a ſword in his hand, and in the head of his Army, 
when he went to ſtorm the Town of N5/ome/iss. Since it was very concerning to carry it 
ina ſhort time, do what the Ying of Phrigia and Hircania could, he himſelf would needs 
be the firſt char fell on ; and many have aſſured me, that he carryed the firſt Ladder, and 
was firſt upon the Enemies Ramparr : This is withour all diſpute, that had he not been 
there this little Town vvould have held our, maugre all our men,above eight days, yet by his 
inconiparable valor it vvas reduced in lefs then tyventy four hours, vvith the ih of acry. 
fevy men ; though half of the Garifon. vvas cut in pieces, and thereſt liſted themſelves 
Aunder Cyr«s. - Thus did the King of Lidia in alittle time loſe a moſt conſiderable Paſs 
over the River Hermes, and at leaſt three thouſand of his beſt Souldiers. This good be- 
Szhning pur joy into the vvhole Army of Cyrxs, and ſtruck ſuch a terror into all the Coun- 
try along the River Herms, as if all Lidia vvere conquered. ow

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- Inthe mean time, after a Garriſon vvas put into the Toyvn, Cyrxs cauſed all his 
Forces to paſs over the Bridg at N5/omol# , ſo-that in a day and half chis great Army did 
over-ſpread all the Neighbouring fields}, carrying vith it fuch a horrid tear:,-char from 
the banks of the River Hermes , unto the River Pattolnr, 'thete'vvagnora Lydia" heave 
vvhich did not tzemble , the Army of Crefſus it ſelf vvas aſtoniſhed ; yer fince it: vvas 
much more numerous then that of Cyrxs , it preſently took. hearr again'z Bat ſince ſome 
of their Forces vvere not yeyredme up . Crefſſns vvas not over-foryvard ro take the field, 
but thought it moſt expedient, to ler the fury of this ſtorm 'vvhich madefuch'a noyſe ro 
cool a little] conjeuring-; that the Army of (57»5 vvould leflen, vyhilſt his increafed'; 
yer he ſent.20000: men tantler the conduct of Andramires to check the over=forvvardnefs 
-of (yrs: his Army , until ſuch time as he vvas _— match ;. and ſtilf:confiding in the 
” Oracle vvhich he received from Delphos ſo-much', that though his Army tad been vveak, 
as it yvas ſtrong , yet ſhould he hope for Vitory, and that he ſhould ruine che Empire 
vvhich Cyraeyvas in expectation of: Inthe mean vvhile.,' Cyrzs poſſeſſed himſelf of all 
paſſages , became Maſter of the Field , and left not a Tovvn on his back which coutd 
annoy him, bur rook all in his vyay , and terror vvas ſpread fo- far ,-thar moſt did render 
themſelves as ſoon as his Forces approached: Thar vvhich did moſt move'them- unto it, 
vvas becauſe (yr«s did treat all thoſe vvho did nor reſiſt him- vvith much-fyvertnels, .not 
permitting a Souldier to offer the leaſt infolency unto them ; -bur ons the contrary; thoſe 
vvho did reſiſt the progreſs he intended to releaſe his dear Mandana, they felt the vveight 
of his Arm ; and found too late, that ir vvas no vviſdome to- anderrake” more-rhen r 
vvere able ro make good , and by conſequence more then they ought to do: Afcer then 
he had madefure of all places-which could any way annoy him , he intrenched- himfelF, - 
advantageouſly , within a daies march and a half of $ard#;, 'as well to reft his Troops, 
and refreſh his Army , as to inquire concerning the Enemy,- alſo to expetrhe return of 
eAglatidas , yer did not a day paſs away without ſome skirmiſh or other ; for fince the 
20000. men under the command of Andramites were imrenched upon the Banks of a little 
River that was within 300. paces of us, there was skirmiſhes continually:; the” fucceſs 
whereof was not alwayes equal: Sometimes the Party of C-eſſ#s would. have the better, 
commonly they were alwayes beaten , fo that _— were every day. taken and 
ought unto:Cyrm« , who would alwayes examine them himſelf , not only for berrer: ig» 
formation of all advantages , but to ask them if rhey knew any thing concerning the 
Princeſs Aandena ; for ſince ſometimes there was ſome Officers amongſt them , -he 
pumped ſome things out of them which he deſired to know; he inquired not only 'of 
Mandana , but alſo of his Rivals.

xes was cried up , both amongſt his friends and enemies : Though (7r#s was not capable 
of any envious thoughts, yer the fame of this Telephanes made him often deſire ro meer 
with him , fo that he would often go our in theſe ſmall Parties, in hopes to incounter 
him , but he could not meer with him : But afterwards, checking himſelf for any ſuch 
thoughts , conceiving it a piece of weakneſs in hiw-ro deſire combat with any bur his Ri- 
yals , he gave over all his thoughts of 7 e/ephanes , and his mind was imployed only how 
to haſten on his Victory or his Defeat , though he could-not chuſe bat after ſo many dirs

he ſpecified, 'for'all che j, rtonrs which he hoped! for by chis 'Truce , wasto joa-wight 
Mandan , "bis" Rivals, and his. nd hs Friends di ' And alſo knowing of the diviſion 
thong which 
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which was amongſt theſe Princes , he hoped. to make the- gap wider. an 

- Sothat this Truce being reſolved upon., :. was publiſhed rhe next morning , both in _ 
Sard:;, andin the Camp :. So that afrer this,, 'there was a pleaſant mixture of friends and, 
enemies in both Camps and Town , and fo that one could not make any: difference; of- 
ſides: All the ftreers of Sard#, as well as the Camp of Creſſus , was: full of Perfcans.;: 
Medes, Arminians, Aſſyrians, and Hircanians ;- and the Camp of (\yr«s was as full of £- 
dians, Myſſinns, Grecians, Thracians, and e/Egyprians. In the mean time , Cyrus ſent. Or- 
ta/oues into Sardis , to ſee if he could find our any poſlible means for him to have a ſight 
of: his dear Mandans. Ligdamis diſguiſed himſelf to that intent alſo, having no deſire: 
ro ſhew himſelf publikely in that Town , becauſe he was very well known , but he was: 
informed by them both , that it. was a thing wy pr , and that ſince the Truce , the: 
Princeſs andava did not walk upon the top of the Tower as ſhe 'was wont; ſo that if. 
he were at Sards ; he could ſee nothing but the Walls which ſhut her up : Yet had this, 
Prince much adoto forbear , and I believe indeed he had. gone, if ſome of his friends , 
who obſerved him not Maſter of. his reaſon , had not diſſwaded him, not that they fear-; 
ed Craſſus would violate the Publique Faith, bur their fear was, leſt if he , ſhould have. 
met with MMazares or the King of Poxrws, there might have been ſome jars between. 
them , which might have cauſed a general diſorder. In the mean time , eAbradates ſens. 
unto C5rxs , to deſire that he might ſee his Panthes ,- in the preſence of whom he pleaſed;: 
leſt it ſhould be ſuſpeRed he ſpoke unto her concerning ſome affairs of War , or to- know: 
from her the affairs of the Camp. Cyras., who experimentally knew, how ſweet it was 
to ſee her one loved , and hoped that perhaps eLbradares would retaliate the favour -in 
hung him ſee Mardana , did very willingly conſent unto his deſire : So that giving all 
requiſite orders for this meeting , which was to be the ſame day, Abradares was condut- 
ed unto Cyrus , who received him with extraordinaty civility ; after which., he himſelf 
conduRed him unto the Town where Panthea was, and into her Chamber ;- where ſhe. a-: 
lone, only with Dorals/a and Pherenice :. as ſoon as they entred, Madam (faid Cyrus unto 
her ) I hope you will pardon me for all the hardſhips which you have indured, during the. 
abſence of Abradares, fince now I bring him unto you : Bur leſt during your diſcourſe, the 
ſight ofa Prince who was forced to keep you a Captive ſhould moeleſt you ,I will leave yau 

in freedom to diſcourſe of all your misfortunes. 

.. Panthea was ſo over-joyed at the fight of her dear eAbradares , that ſhe did not half 
underſtand what Cys ſaid ; yet after ſhe had faluted her illuſtrious Husband with as 
much reverence as affeion , ſhe entreated Cyr, to be a witneſs of their conference, yet 
notwithſtanding he left them togerher , and went to viſit the Princeſs Aramints, telli 
her how he left the King of S»/#anz with Panthea. As ſoon as ever this Princeſs heard: 
this , ſhe had an extream deſire to be acquainted with him ; yet would ſhe not by any: 
means interrupt ſo ſweet a conference ſo ſoon ; ſo that ſhe kept Cyrus company , who to. _ 
pleaſe her ſaid , that ſhe would one day be as much joyed to ſee Spitridates , as Panthea 
wasto ſee the King of S»ſiana. Whil'ſt they were thus entertaining each other , Par- 
chea to publiſh the high generoſity of Cyr#s ( after Abradates and ſhe had expreſled their 
affectionate ſouls to each other”) called (leonice, Doraliſa, and Pherenice to witneſs: her 
agpravationsand obligements unto Cyres, and grieved that it was the King her Husbands. 
z1l fortune to be ingaged in ſo unjuſt a quarrel as that of Creſſws, who was ſo ungrateful, 
as todeny him a Priſoner for her exchange. In concluſion , ſheexpreſled her ſelfin ſuch 

nt tearms , as ſhe moved eAbradates earneſtly to defire , that Creſſws would dif- 
oblige him , and give him a juſt occaſion of changing ſides. Then did ſhe again - 
vate her obligations unto' Cyrzs in puniſhing Araſpes. At the name of Araſpes ps 
ſtarted , and told her , that he who ſhe named was with: Creſſus, and well entertained, 
+ andthathe much complained againſt Cyrus : If it be ſo, faid Panthea, 'T have taken a 
valiant man from Crs , and given him unto Craſſ#s : But however, I do conjure you,: 
if -you have an opportunity for it , to perſwade the Prince my Father to incline Craſſus 
uo a Peace, at leaſt, that he vvould not ingage himſelf in this War vvith him. Abra@ 
dates loved Panthea ſo extream dearly , that he could deny her nothing , and told her, 
thatif he could nor procure the Prince Artamas to be exchanged for her ; he vvould then 
quit Creſſws, and vvharſoever became of it, he vvould ingage his vvord to be preſently 
with ber : As they were thus diſcourſing, Cyr»s brought the Princeſs Araminta unto 
Panthea, that ſhe might ſee Abradates, who returned her ſuch civil thanks for the honour 
ſhe did him, as ſhe percejved he was a man of no tefs Generoſity then Courage. The. 
| M 3 Conference 
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Conference of theſe four illuſtrious Perſons did-iiuch augment the eſteem each-one had of 


- another, principal between Cyrnd and Abradates; for though they were never together 


before this day, yet there' was 'no- 1tz0us Ceremonies or Complements of Vanity 
"paſl OG, but they poke very ro each other; and with a civility ſo full of 
, asit was apparent Fame had before-made them acquainted. 

But whileft-che Princeſs e Araminre was congratulating the Joys of Panrhea, Cyrus asked 
Abradares,- whether he could obtain ſo much favour for him from Creſſws,as that he mighe 
ſee Mandan during this Truce > I ſhould not deſpair of _ you thar ſervice, if the! 
King of Pont«s od perkanr facies would not oppoſe it: However,T will paſs you my 
word; that I wilt uſe all my arguments to-perfwade them that you may ſee her. If they 
be afraid that Tſhall ſpeak any rhing which may be prejudicial-to them, faid Cyrms, I will 
promiſe to ſtand ſilent all the while I look upon her : However, I beſeech you, beleeve 

' this'of ne, that if Mardena were not the cauſe of the War, you ſhould not return alone 
to'/Fardi., for then T would freely give Liberty unto the Queen of Sfiana : But ſince it is 
rot Mandan ſervice that I came into Lidsa, I hope you wilt nor cake it ill, if ] cake all 
sdvanrages to do her ſervice, and by conſequence keep one that is ſo conſiderable as Paw- 
th2aisiyetT do proteſt unto you, it is not without much ſorrow that I ſhould be any 
catife of your diſcontent.  I'ſhall not call to memory how you gave a Retreat unto the 
Raviſher of 2fundana, and engaped your ſelf inthe tide of Creſſws : for as it is not fitting 
I ſhould blame ſo gallant an Enemy for ir, ſoit is rather fit I ſhould think it the Will of. 
the Gods that T ſhould:obrain the 'ViRory at adear rate : for certainly, if you were bur 
engaped on our ſide,thart of Creſſwswould not long hold our : But however, though ir be 
che will of Fate to diſpoſe otherwiſe of yon, yet-I conjure you. not to deny this favour 
which I ask of you,” fince ic does not ar all contradict your duty unto Creſſus ; I will pro- 
miſe it as far as in\ny power, and-F am very forty thar I cannot affure you of good ſucceſs 
in ry endeavors” After this, theſe Princeſs and Princeſſes were above an hour in dif-- 
courſe of their paſt and preſent misfortunes; and afterwards they parted : Cyr«s waiting: 
upon Abradates as far as the further quarter of his Camp, did ſhew him part of his Troop 
drawn vp into Battalia : And ir being a very prone fight, Abradates told him, It was 
nou to ſee ſuch good Souldiers under fuch a Commander : for truly- (ſaid he unto 
him) methinks your preſence has infuſed ſuch heroique ſparks into me, that I make no- 

eſtion bur I ſhall return more valiant unto Sard#, then when I firſt came t6 you. The 
caſe is not ſo with'me, replyed Cyras, for as valiant as you are, you have infuſed an ur- 
willingneſs.in me to fight againſt you ever ſince I knew you.. eAbradates anſwered his 
obliging-language with as much civiliry and ſpirit : And afterwards both theſe mighty 
Princes parted extreamly well fatisfied with each other. e Abradares in purſuance of his 
promiſe beſecched the King of Lidia to'ler Cyrus ſee Mandana,as (ras had given him the 
liberty to ſee Panthea : (reſo at the firſt did make no difficulty of it, yet added fuch a 
condition unto ic, - as did render it impoſlible ; for he confented unto the enterview, pro- 
vided the King'of Ponrns would g”_ of it: Abradates then went unto the King of 
Ponti; to beg the favour ; And what inconveniency (faid he unto him) can it be uneo- 
you > You know he is in Mandand's favour as much already as he can deſire to be, and 
therefore though this Princeſs ſhould give him any obliging language, that makes him no 
more happy then he was before : Bur it may prove an pens a you ; for ifſhe tell 
him, how obſequious and reſpeRtive you are unto her, it may chance take off the edg of 
his Animoſity, and'make him fight with leſs fury. If I did not think you ſpeak this (re- 
the King of Ponras) purpoſely to do that Prince a courteſie who may do her you 
love another, I ſhould ſay you are the moſt unjuſt man in the world to deſire any fuch 
thing from me: forT pray know (ſince I muſt diſcover the bottom of my heart unto you) 
that] am arrived at that paſs, as.I'will never endeavor again to enjoy Mandana : I how 
ſighed and wept a thouſand times at her feet, bur all in vain : ſhe hath thus far confeſſed 
unto me, that ſhe beleeves T love her, and that if I were not her Lover ſhe would not de- 
ny. me her etteem : Bur for all that, ſhe hath ſo reſolutely and conſtantly told me, thar 
ſhe will never loye me, and hath without telling me, let me perfectly underſtand, how ſhe 
will love Cyrxs forever, that I am fully perſwaded Mandan is for ever inexorable to me, 
and for ever faithful unto my Rival : therefore I will ſtrive no more to win her heart or 
to enjoy her ; bur I will, if ir be poſſible, look upon her eternally, and keep her out of 
ſight of all my Rivals; and will ſee them all periſh in a long War, or elſe periſh my ſelf, 
before Lwill part from Mandana, the Princeſs of my Soul. I know very well, that Iam 
| unjuſt 
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unjuſt init, and that the act is cory reaſon and Seneroſity, and that 1 deſerve the 
blame of all the World : Bur on the other fide, I know that it is not in my power'to over- 


' comemy ſelf; I muſt ſubmit unto the ſoveraignity of Love and my evil deſtiny, and neyer 


think any more of any reſiftance : therefore do conjure you, not to put me unto fuch'a 
cruel neceſliry asto deny any thing unto that Prince who proteRts me-in his Court : + 
conſider, thar'T enjoy no other pleaſure-in my life, but only' in that myRivals are yur 
bleſſed with the ſight of my Princeſs : As for the King of Aſſyria and the Prince Muzw 
res, ſince they cannot ſee bur incenſe her, I do not niich- value them : Bec as for Cyras, 
whoſe eyes do always attra& dffeftion and tenderneſs from her.heart, T-catinot endurehe 
ſhould have the leaſt glimpſe of her. Fl | + 4 ner 
Abradaes hearing theſe expreſſions from the King of Fonts, did think the ſhould he- 
yer obtain his defires : yet his obligations urito (74s moved him to be further importu- 
nate; I perceive (faid he unto the King of Pontus) 'that* there is ſome: difficulty in ot 
raining my demands : Bur'if you ſeriouſly conſider, thatThad not loſt the'onl Obje&.of 
my afte&tions bur for the Tove of you ; and that Panthea had not been now a'Caprive-:bur 
only becauſe I received you ints my Court; and that if you refuſe me this requeſt; on 
will revenge'upon her the ſeverity you ſe unto him, I conceive you may well think Thy 
juſt cauſe toimportyne you unto a prant ofiny defires. "Cyrxs is fo generous (reptyetthe 
en 6 ben ) that you never need'fear any rigor'upon/Panthea. Why then do wor 
you ftrive abc Heme generous then he - {f it be pollible) replyed Abradates ? Ir is ſuffi 
cient that Tendeavor to ſurpaſs him in Love'(replyed the King of Poxtws) and not in 
Generofity, fince I fee 1t an abſolure impoſſibility to ſtrive againſt the ſtream of my Pa& 
fon ; I know very well, that finceI am the-cauſe of Prunthea's Captivity, I ought ro fa- 
risfie you in your requeſt : But oh Heavens!how far amTfrom any capacity of doing what 
I ought ? and therefore T beſcech you ppiry'tne, and donor tax me with 1 if T 
deny you any thing, ſince it js norT, but the vigor of my inſulting Paſſion.  eAbradares, 
ſeeing he could not perſwade the King of Pont»s, did leavetim with a'very cold-Comple. 
ment, and took it very iff, that'fince himfelf had loſt Parrhes only for the love of him; he 
ſhould deny him ſuch a favour as would not take Mandan out of his Power. He writ 
then unto Cy#xs, andexcuſed himſelf, that he could not obtain his deſires': but before 
he ſent hisLetrer, be put (Teſſz# in mind of his word, and beſeeched himiro, propound 
unto Cyrus, an exchange of Prince Arramas for the Queen of Sufiane. (Teſſns anſwered 
him, thar he would ſend 4ndramires to negotiate the matter, yet he Gid the wonld not 
releaſe that Prince, but upon condition he ſhould promiſe: never'to think any more'upon 
the Princeſs his daughter : This Qualification ſeemed'ſo ſtrange unto Abyadatres, that he 
concluded Creſſs would never have made that Propoſition bur purpoſely to break'off:thie 
exchange : for what prageneap* was there that Prince e4rtamas to recover his Liberty 
ſhould engage bimſelf ro quit his affe&tion unto a Princeſs whom he had long loved, and 
whom he was reſolved to love aslong as he lived, and from whom he had received ſome 
expreſſions of Love ? Therefore beginning to ſpeak very fiercely in the preſence of rhe 
Pritice Myrfules and Andramites, who were both intereſted inthe buſineſs; Sir {faid he 
unto him) when you promiſed me to propound this exchange, it was to be according ts 
the common Laws of War, and not according to politique ſhifts, to render the Propofi- 
tion ineffetual : When you were to releaſe che Prince Frramas, it ſhould be as he was 
your Enemy, and not as a Lover of the Princeſs Palms : Love had no ſhare in thisNe- 
otiation, and1I will never conſent any ſuch Propoſition ſhall be made unto Cyr«s. What 
Toth it concern you who isrekaſed, or how releaſed, fo Parrthea's Liberty be procured? 
(replyed Creſſw?.) Doubtleſs it does not concern me, replyed 4bradates;' but 'that 
hich I moſt inſiſt upon, is, that no ſuch Propoſition ſhall be made, as will only incenſe 
him unto whom it is made : Therefore knowing what a value Cy» ſets upon'Prince Ar 
tamas, I thonght him ſooner then any other to be propounded in exchange. As for the 
King df A(ſjria, you may very well imagine, that Caews as generous as he is, does not 
wiſh his Liberty ſo ſoon as the Prince Ar:4mas : And as for any other of the Priſoners, 
they are not of fir Qualities to be exchanged againſt Panthea : Anaxars is none knows 
3 Soficles and T egens are your Subjetts; and Ferawlas is a ſervant unto Tyme : And 
fince ſo Sir, who ſhould I propound in exchange for Panthea bur the Prince Arramas ? 
The Truce was concluded upon to that end, and yet ir ſeems you will not releaſe him, bur 
Rand upon conſultation about ir. I'do conſult upon ir indeed, replyed he, and rhat with 


- good Reaſon ; for except Core: himſelf, there is not a man in all his Army who —_ 
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beſo advantageous to have in my power as the Prince Arraq. , and you would have me 
co releaſe him for-your intereſt pnly : However. ( ſaid 4bradares , with ſuch an aſpeR, as 
made it appear: he was much diſpleaſed at C refs ) I pray tell me diretly what you -re- 
_ ſfolye upon, and why you conſented unto the Truce, if it were,not to ſatisfie my deſires? 
' E-conſented unto the Truce., replied he , to endeayour the releaſe of Panthea, by releaſc- 
ing the King of -{{{57i« , or all the other Priſoners, or elſe the Prince 471amas upon ſuch 
canditions as Itold you” — AE etorlet:: . 18 

\ After this Abradates retired , and fo did the Prince 25rfiles and Andramices, and they 
went unto their. Quarters, and the Prince of C/aſomena went alſo with Abradates , info- 
much as Creſſus fearing theſe three perſons ſhould make a-mutiny in the. Army , he re- 
folved in the end to make the Propoſition inexchange for the Prince Artamas , 'and ſent 


inall haſte to advertiſe eAbredates of his intentions, who..inthe interinr had difpatched - 


his Letter unto {7 , ro-excuſe himſelf in that he could not obtain his defires, and his 
* expreſſions were ſo effetual , as (rus did really believe he had ſincerely done his endea- 
-vour:; and complained more againſt his own misfortune , then-againlt any negle&t in 4- 
' bradates} Inthe mean time (rzſſusdid ſend unto (rus ;, his defire was ; that Andv.- 
wires ſhould be imployed to go in that negotiation : He ſent nnto eAbradates to move 
| Aniramizes to. go unto Sardis , but firſt he moved Abradates.to go himſelf, yet he would 
not go , bur-ſtayed in the Camp , where he was much more. terrible unto Crefſus , then 
if /he had been in Sardis , as well becauſe he had a body of four thouſand men , the beſt 
in all the Army ,-as becauſe he was more conſiderable , and beloved of the Souldiers in 
general , then any other. Andramtes then negotiated as a Lover of Doreliſa, and | 
conſequence as one much concerned in the liberty of Paxthes ; and therefore he omitted 


nothing that might render his cranfaRion effetual ; for he did not only addreſs himſelf 


with much eloquence and prudence unto Cyrws , but he did chuſe his time ſo diſcreetly, as 
chat the King of Phrygia was preſent when he propounded from his Maſter, the exchange 


of Prince eArtamas for Panthea : So that yr, 4 Cyrus had a preterice to retain | 
's 


that Queen until Mandaxa were releaſed , yet he would nor infift upon it , leſt he ſhould 


—_ ſo great a King as he of, Phrygia, and left.in ſtriving to be very prudent , he 


fail in point of generoſity. Moreover, he thought that the exchange of Panthes 
for Prince Artemas , would be very advantageous to him in the ſequel of the War , ſince 
he was as wiſe and valiant a man as any was in the Univerſe ; yet could he not reſolve up- 
on-this exchange , unleſs he drew ſome ſatisfaRion unto his Love by it; ſo .that he told 
Andramites inthe King of Pbrygia's preſence, that though it was very advantageous' for 
him-to keep the Queen of Sana in his power unto the end of the War, yet he ſo much 
honoured che King of Phryg:ia, and loved the Prince e4rtamas fo well ; alſo reſpeted 
Abradates and Panthea both ſo very much , that he would conſent unto the deſires of 
Creſſns , upon this condition only , that during this Truce, it might be permitted him 
to ſee Mandanz.  Andramites hearing him fay 10, beſeeched him not to infift upon that, 
becanſe the King of Ponrws had fo reſolutely denied that unto Abradates when he was mo- 


yedin it , as it is. thought impollible he ſhould ever conſent unto it : Since {rzſſ#s is Ma- 


- Rerin his own Domimions , replied Cyr#s , he ought ro be obeyed , and thereforeI can- 
not conceive , that the conſent of the King of Pontus is ſo abſolutelymeceſſary : Doubt- 
leſsit is not , replyed Azdramites,, but yer TI have ſome reaſons which induce me to think, 
Mw. will not make uſe of his Soveraign Authority in this buſineſs, but will rather 

ik off the Truce : I conſent unto it ( ſaid the King of Phrygia moſt generouſly ) and 
had rather the Treaty were broke , then a Prince unto whom 1 am ſo much obliged ſhould 
not receive this poor ſatisfation: No, no, replied Cyr#s, I cannot believe the King of 
Lydia is ſo weak amannager of his Intereſts , but that he muſt think .it more dangerous 
for him to diſoblige Abradates then the King of Pontus , ſince the one hath a Kingdom 


and Forces on Foot , and the other hath neither ; therefore Azdramires , I pray tell the - 


King your Maſter whatI fay , and ler me know his reſolution. In the meantime , ew 
dramites ( added Cyrus , being very glad to perceive ſome ſparks of his affeQtion to kin- 
dle towards Doral;/a , which might. make him more zealous with Cres ) it ſhall be your 
own fault, if you carry no commendations from the illuſtrious Abradates unto his Wife 
the Queen of Sz/ana , for if you pleaſe , you ſhall be conduRted unto her. e And/ami- 
tes. hearing this acceptable offer , could not refuſe it ; ſo that he was conducted thirher by 
digfons , being raviſhed with joy that he ſhould ſee Dora/i/a , who was with this Prin- 
cels , and for whoſe freedom he did equally ſolicite : Andramites was welcomed S_

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neen with mach civilicy and ſarisfaion ;* for ſince ſhe: was. i t how-.Crefſu: did 
Noe rs for a pretence to break off the Treaty:,-ſhe nade-no enht hen ere. long to ſee 
. her dear Abradates. ' Doraliſa , for her part ,- was not uncwvil' towards Andyamites,, yer 
he found to be as much as formerly ſhe uſed tobe , very fair , infinitely lovely, anda lit- 
tle too ſubtil; 'andiindeed , in lieu of _—_ him for the pains he took for- the liberry 
of the Princeſs, which included hers, ſhe rold him with a ſmile , chat ſhe could not ſec 
any great value upon this Propoſition which he brought ; ſince if it take effet., we ſhall 
bur go our of *one Priſon into another-: For to tell you truly , ( fid ſhe ,' whilſt Parthes 
was writing trito' Abradates ) I think we are more ſafe in the Camp of Cyrus , then if we 
were at Sardis, ſince in all _—_—_— Cyrxt will ere long take it, for he. having both 
Juſtice and Forrune on his fide , he will infallibly be victorious over all his Enemies. Bur 
what chen will become of the Oracle which Craſſus received from Delphos. ( replied he ) 
if what you ſay ſhould come to paſs ? Truly Andramiter ( faid ſhe unto him-)- it is much 
raſhneſs tothink that men ſhould ſo well underſtand the language of the Gods, ſince 
ſometimes 'men:cannot.ſo much as underftand the 1a e of men: Ido confeſs it ( faid 
he unto her ) that ſometimes you would riot un 'the language. of men, but to 
tell you truly,1 think the reaſon was becauſe you had not a will to underſtand it ; nor do I 
know very well whether you will underſtand menow, if I ſhould in plain language tell 
you , thatT neverdid nor ſhall love any comparably as I'do you. I underſtand you Am- 
drawites, replied ſhe, much ſeſs then heretofore ; for fince.I hear of late- no langua 
but Perſian; Hircarian , Aſſyrian, Arminian , and Medean Tongues , I have' forgot & 
Lydian language and therefore before you ſpeak unto me of any thing -which concerns 
your ſelf , I muſt learn thar Tongue , or at leaſt be a year or two.in Lyaia. As Andrami- 
res was ready to reply , and beſeech Dorali/a to ſpeak a little more ſerioully , Panthea 
having writ her Letter came to give it unto him, ſo rhat it being time to return, he could 
receive no other ſatisfaction from Doraliſa ; but thar ſhe was as fair as ever , yet did. his 
flames of Love burn hotter then eyer , andhe returned unto Sards , with reſolutions 40 
uſe.his urmoſt endeavours to move the King of Lydia that Cyreus might fee Mandana: 
Andiin order to'thac , he weiit unto the Camp before he went unto Sardis, and adviſed 
the Prince of C {aſomera and Abradates not to ſtir , though Crefſus ſhould ſend for them, 
will the Treaty was accompliſhed , and to tranſat with.the Prince 45rles , whom he 
knew was 4 well>yviſher to this Treaty, yer did he not think this Prince had any orher end 
in it, then the ſfatisfation of Abradates, and the releaſement of Arramas , whom I al- 
wayes vviſhed mighe marry his Siſter the Princeſs. Theſe tvvo Princes then taking, his

"This Prifice then having == this Letter unto the young Fiſher-man whoa ed him . 


over the River,and bought him a Horſe, alfo cauſed a very poor ute af Clothesto be made 
for him ar a littte Town whither fre uſed ro go and fell his Fiſh,. he took rhe nexr way that 
he found ; for his ſorrows made him! riot -eare which way he went. In the mean white 
the young Fiſher-man rerurned cothe Ile, and gave T ibewims the Letter which the Prince 
did ſend him; and which did drive him into fach exceilive ſorrow,” as never was Freater : 


Bur all unprofirabte Lamentations were but loſs of ſo much time, and therefore he imme» - ©

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reat compaſſion and care of him ; for 7.yburtus being a man of great ingenuity and 
parts , made himſelf ſoon knownunto this charitable Hoſt to deſerve relief, yet could he 
not recover any health; all that could be done unto him ; was only to prolong his miſer- 
able life until a prodigy conducted me to the place where he was, as I ſhall relate unto 
you. You know Sir ( ſaid Orfaxus unto Cyrss , that when you- went from. Sixope into 
Armenia , 1 asked leave of youto return unto the King my Maſter , though I was ex- 
treamly ſorry I could not carry the Prince Mazares with me ; ſo that parting from you, 
loadned with your gifts, raviſhed with admiration , and charmed wich your virtues, I 
© took the beſt way to go unto the place at which I aimed. The third day of my journey , 
when I was wandring out of my way, I diſcovered a great Plain , in the midi{t of which 
I faw a little Church , and a very pleafant houſe: It being nat very late, and I weary , I 
went thither ,- not only with intentions to inquire of the way , but co defire the favour of 
a nights lodging , and I was received in with as much humanity as I could either expe or 
deſire : The Priett made ſome excuſes ; that bis accommodation was not ſo good as other 
rimesit might have been , telling me, that thoſe few ſervants he had were ſo buſiz about 
a ftranger that'was fick in his houſe , and foill , that they chought him a dead man, as his 
entertainment would not be ſo good as he wiſhed it were. © , ag 1:54.06 
As he was thus. ing uw'0 him , onecame to tell him-, that the ſtranger was very 
ill ; and defired ro ſpeak wich him , ery rt gs vo a ſecret of ſome concernment 
unto him : T hearing this; -did defire to ſee him , and not knowing well why, I went un- 
to the Chamber of this ſick man :. But oh heavens, how wasI amazed, when ſaw him 
to-be Tybureu/, whom I thought drown'd with the Prince our Maſter > My- wonder was 
fo great that I'conld not expreſs it . my werds: But after a little recolle&ion'of my ſelf, 
I went unto his Beds fide ,: and the ſ1ghr of me farprized him no leſs then be did me : The 
Prieſt alſo perceiving by our ations that we knew each other very well, and that we much 
rejoyced at the ſight of each other , was amazed as well as me; 7yburrxs holding our his 
hand unto me, gave thanks unto the Gods for affording him {o mach happineſs as to im- 
brace me before he died; then did I endeavour to perſwade'him his Yiſeaſe was not ſa bad 
| ashethought ir ». but he knew the greatneſs of. his pain better then I did. No, no, O»/«- 
ws , ſaid he unco me, ler me nor flatterimyelf , che Gods danort. work miracles every 
day, and I have rendred my ſelf fo unworthy of them; -thagT ought nat to: murmure /a; 
their wills ; I ktow that all remedies are in vain-, andI perceive the end of my doleful 
daies is at hand'; therefore I ſent umo this wiſe and charitable Clergy-man to receive a ſe- 
cret from me , which was not fit to be buried with me in my Tomb : Bur ſinee the Gods 
have fo fitly brought you'hither , I ſhall not trouble him with-it, ſince it does not at-all 
concern him to know it , bur ſhall in few words reveal it unto you: The Prieſt hearing, 
= ſay ſo, did withdraw , ſely to leave him liberty to ſpeak what. he pleaſed:

it bur your felf. : 75b»r:us having done ſpeaking, and I promiſing him to ſeek our ullu- 
ftrious Maſter throughour all 4/ia, he ſeemed to be a little more cheerful , fo that 'we 
talked at leaſt two hours concerning the Prince Adazares. And as he underitood, ſince 
hecame to that place , that the Princeſs Iſanzana was not dead , but that ſhe was in the 
= power of the Ponrear King , and that it was thought he carried her unto Armenia, he 
= gave meadviee;, -that after I had fought a while in Capradecia , to go thither alſo , it ber 
= 11g to be ſuppoſed, that 1dazeres would either be there, or elſe be neer the Princeſs whom 
he adored. But Madam, why fhould I trouble you any longer with relations of -7 5bur-

bled-ſoul unto me , be grew worſe, and the-next day died: I took his loſs with. much 
grief; ſo that my joyes ar-my Maſters being alive were mixed with ſorrows. - In the mean 
time , afterT had payed my laſt duties unto dead Tyburtzs, and rendred a thouſand thanks 
unto the Prieſt for his charitable cares of him , T went and wandred ] knew not well whi. 
ther , yet! conceived it my beſt courſe wonld be , to be neer the place where Iandane 
was faid to be.; ſince in all probability. rhat Prince who was in Love with her, and believed 
her to be dead , would ſeek all opportunities to ſee her riſen from the dead as ſoon as he 
ſhould hear of it : I reſolved therefore upon two courſes, the one, to ſend a ſervant which 
vvaited upon me, vvho vvas both faithful and vvitty , unto the Queen of Saces , to:com- 
fort her vvith her Sons being alive, and to tell her, that I thought it expedient not to pub-- 
kfhyr until he vvas found. The other vvas, that after I had vvandred a vvhile about $;- 
nope., here I feared he remained fick , I vvould then vvendtovvards Armenia , vvhere 
ir \yas reported the Princeſs Mandaya vvas carried : and according to theſe reſolutions, I 
diſpatched my ſervant , then inquired vvith all poſlible diligence vvhether I could hear a- 
ny thin® of Mazares , bur could not meet with the leaſt incelligence of him in all Cappa- 
Hocia : Aﬀer which, I went unto Artaxates, whit the Army of Ciaxares believed Ian 


did'; that if the Prince Mazares were alive, he would be alſo at Artaxares, E went from 
place to place ; and from Teinple to Temple in queſt of him :. Then vvhenT heard of any 
veneral Multer of Souldiers, I looked eyery Souldier in the face , in hopes to find: him : 
Then it came into my phancy , ſeeing I could not hear any thing of him , that perhaps be 
vvas fo ſubtil-;” as to find out means to get into the Caſtle, vyhere the Pricices AMardane 
vvas ſuppoſed to be, and the Princeſs of Poxntwus, before vvhom I ſpeak then yvas ; ſo, 
that I reſolved- to ſtay in that place , and wait for the event of. the War, having no man- 
ner-of other hopes to find him-T'vvas in queſt- of. And indeed Sir ( faid Or/avxs unto* 
Cyras') Iſtayedthere , until you by your incomparable valour did take that Caſtle vvith 
a fevv Forces-;\mthe ſight of an inntmerable uumber of armed enemies: It is impoſii- 
ble for me to tell you hovy ſad my ſoul vvas , vvhen I favy:that the Princeſs Handana vvas 
not in the Caſtle ; and I mayfay tt vvithour any diflimulation , that you 'Sir vvere riot 
more grieved not to find-2andans there , then I vvas not to find my Maſter, nor knevy 
here to ſearch either for her'br him , for I ſought for her only. in hopes to find him 
there : Hovvever, patience is my-beſt remedy ; and tinceT knevy you tookall imaginea- 
ble care'to'Liſcover vyhere that Princeſs vyas , I reſolved to follovy, the: ſgrne courſe you 
ſteered : Bur fince I vvould not be knovynunto you , thongh you treated me very favour. 
ably at Sinope , becauſe I vvould notacquaint you vvith the true reaſon vvhich brought 
ane into Armenia , nor had any mind ro difſemble vvith you ; therefore I ſhunned your 
ſight vvith-a poſlible care, 'T-remained therefore kept cloſe in .eArraxares, till I under- 
ſtood you thought the Princeſs Afandans vvas-at Su/a, and that ſhe vvould croſs the 
Country of Aatenes , vwhich joyns npon Armenia and Cicilia:, and then I: defigned- rg 
rake that vvay :* And having found a guide, ' vvho vvas very vvell verſed in the:vvayes, he 
conducted meſo ſhort a cut, that T overtook Abradazes,, and the King of 'Pontxs ; as 
they conduRed this Princeſs, before they ſeparated, and by conſequence, before you 
fought vvith the King of -S»fian2 : *Tis true, I did nor think it convenient to ſhevy my

yet ſince I knew:no fafer way then that, I thought it better to wander in a pleaſant ſhade, 
then amongſt a heap of cublith Rocks, where. nor a pile of graſs did groiy,, I went oye 


then this litcle Plain, in the midſt of which I ſpyed an Arbour, which the rays of the Sun -

could never-penetrate though never ſo hor, and the Trees of it vvere perperually green, 


compoled of Cedars, Pines, Mirtles, Evves, as ſuch like Trees, vvho keeps ths 


leaves all Winter green vvhich the Spring time. gives them ; and the Wonder of the Ob> : 


je vvas, that theſe Trees did grovy amongſt the Rocks, and all the Rocks yvere covered 
vvith ſuch variety of all ſorts of Moſs and of as many ſeveral colours, as that the Rainboyv 

had not more nor.more delighring : The variety of theſe Trees, and rhe perperual freſh- 
neſs of the leaves, made this Wood incomparably pleaſant. I wandered then through 
this great and pleaſing wo” where a thouſand ſeveral ſorts of pretty birds did make x 
imoſt harmonious eccho, teſti ying by the lictle fear they had of me, that the place was bur 

ſeldom frequented : After I gone five or ſix hundred paces, Tefpye1 on my righr 
hand a very pleaſant Fountain, which boyling up amongſt a heap of Pibbles, covered 
over with a pretty Moſs of Emerald colour, -did make a little Rivoler, and ran turning and 
winding ir ſelf along the ſide of the Wood, oppoſite to that aſpiring Mountain of which T 
ſpoke before. As I ſtood 'by the ſide of this Chriſtal Fountain, I obſerved a little path' 
which parted from the greatRode, and did lead towards the thick of the Wood ; and 

after I had refted my ſelf a while by this Fountain, I followed” that path, which always 
aſcended, ſometimes inclining towards the right hand, and ſometimes towards the lefr, 
becauſe the hill was coo ſteep. to go firaight up : When I was in che midſt of this Woody 

Rock, -O Heavens, how I was amazed,..wben I diſcovered a great Cave- which went into 

the Rock, and by it the Prince Zazrer ficting npon a ſtone ! who at the noiſe I made 

—_- head rowards me,and:preſently knew me, and gave me demonſtrations to know 
him : I was ſo exceedingly ſtarrled ar the ſight of him, that T was a while and knew not 

whar I did, gor alight from my Horſe : my eyes were ſo. full of tears,. and thy heart. ſo 
fall of ſorrow, . char ſtood T like a ſtone, and knew not whether what I ſaw was real. But 

at laſt, my dear Maſter riſing up, and naming me with a great cry, I reviyed our of my 
aſtoniſhment ; ſo that lighting from my Horſe, and tying him unto a Tree, I went and' 
caft my ſelf at his feer ; Bur he Vang took me up, and embraced me with extraordi-" 
nary tenderneſs; My dear Or/anzs, ſaid he unto me, is it poſlible I ſhould ever have a 

ſight of you again > and will you force me whether I will or no to have ſome minutes of 

conſolatoninmy life ? Sir (faid I unto him, with eyes ſwimming in tears, to ſee the me-* 
lancholy in ;Þ looks, and to imagine how ſadly he had lived ſince I faw him) I d6 not 
atend to add minutes, but an age of conſolation unto you. The ſight of you indeed is 
Moſt dear unto me. (replyed he,) but Cr/anxr, ſinceIT have been the cauſe of my divine 
AAandana's death,no conſolation can comfort me. Bur Sir (replyed I haſtily)if I ſhoutd 
tell you that the Princeſs Mandan lives, would not that be a cotnfort unto you ? No Cr- 
ſazxs, 'replyed he, ic would nor, ſince I cou!d not beleeve you : I ſhould think ir only 
your plot to draw me our of this ſad ſolitude, wherein I live; and in which I am reſolve& 


to.dye. Yet ler:me tell: you, .replyed T, that what I fay is moſt certainly true, for this |

ready to releaſe her. This Princeſs ( added 1): harh alſo paſſed ſo neer you, that czr= 
rainly ſhe hath ſeen the Cedar tops which grow in this your Defarr : I am confident that 
I am not miſtaken , for ſhe might diſcoverthem as ſhe went to imbarque.: How Or/ſanus, 
faid he, can I poſlibly believe HMandena not dead? CanlT think thoſe eyes of yours, which 
now look upon mine , hath ſeen her alive;  andrhat ſhe: looked upon the tops of theſe 
Mountains ? Ah Orſans , if this be true , Iam not ſo miſerably unfortunate asI though 
3 this Prince was thus talking ; I ſpyed —_— out ofthe Wond a man admirably 
handſome, of a pleaſant phyfiognomy, bur ſeemed ſomething melancholy, who being alſo 
as much ſorprized to find the Pftince MMazares in-conference with me , as I was to find my 
Maſter in ſuch a ſolirude , we.gazed upon each: other with equal amazemeat : Bur the 
Prince Mazares calling him, ac Belefis ( aid he unto him.) help to know whether 
Orſams ( of whom I have ſpoke ſo much unto you, and whom I reckoned amongſt the 
loſſes which I chought I had ſuſtained ) do really cell me the trurch. Then he whom my 
Maſter called Beleis , hearing my name ,. came forward, and faluting me with ſuch civi- 
kty as let me know that all which Mazares loved was dear unto him, I returned him a 
falure with. much reverence ; after which , my Maſter commanded me to relate all that F 
had before told him , obliging me very often to aſſure him ;. that I would ſpeak in all ſin- 
ty: Afterwards , asking me how I eſcaped the Shipwrack? how I.came into Sicily ? 
how I found'our his Deſart 2 and whether I knew what.was become of Tybxrizs ? I fully 
farified his curioſicy in all things , and acquainted him wich the death of that wiſe old 
man Tybart«s , conceiving that. he would apprehend his death wich leſs ſorrow ar this 
ime when he heard /andans was alive, thenif I ſhould have deferred it ; yet was he 
perplexed atir , and did exceedingly lament him : And ſince Belefis and he did nc- 
ing elſe, ſince they were together , bur make relations of their lives ,- and continually 
diſcourſe of their misfortunes , he lamented the poor Tybartzs as much, as if he had been 
perfectly acquainted vvith him , though he knevy him not at all , but only by the reporc 
of the Prince Mazares.

You ſhall-be a-Judg of thar preſently , anſwered Be/efis, and entring in with them, 
I was exceedingly aſtoniſhed ar the ſight : For Sir , all Afr and Nature together did ne- 
ver make a place ſo beautiful in any place of the world ,- as Nature alone did in this: IL 
found this Grort to be very deep and large , and yet not obſcure, for the Mountain being 


very fteep,, there were ſeveral Windowes pierced through it, and gave light enough, to 


diſcern all the rarities both without and within it; a. thouſand admirable congealations 
were the ornaments of this place , where one-might behold Pillars, Arches, Trees, Flow=

imfelf vyorthy of death for carrying avvay Mandana. Beleſfis alſo furniſhed himſi 
with ſuch arms as ſuited beft to his liking : And duriag all the voyage, TI uſed all my 
arguments to perfvyade the Prince Mazares rather to returns unto the King, his Facher, 
to gounto Mandan, for he could never hope for theleaſt favour ;'Bur his anſvver 
vvas, that he vvould never have left his Cave, bur only in hopes to releaſe ker, and 'with 
full intentions to recurn thither again if he could nor effect his delign. When ſavv then 
yvith what reſolution he ſpoke unto me , I thonghr 1t better to yeeld unto him , then to 
conteſt any longer. Then yve inquired concerning the ſtate of things, and yvere informe 
ed thar your Army Sir had quirted Armenia, and made towards Cappaaccia ,.to go from 
Thenee unto the Frontires of Phryera vvhich :joyned upon Lydia. -We undertiged alſo, 
agg | | that 
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chat Abragares would ſhortly depart from S»/a , and ingage himſelf in the behalf of 
Creſſus. Then did vve conſider vyhether vve ſhould go unto Epheſws by Sea or by Land, 


bur the Prince Aazares had no phancy to truſt himſelf unto the inconſtancy of the Winds 


and Waves, fince-it vvas further by Water then by Land;; and the King of Ponrus would 
not have carried Mandana that vvay , but becauſe he feared the illuſtrious Cys vvould 
then follovy him , therefore-ityvas reſolved vve ſhould rior go by Sea ; adding 
anto other reaſons , that vve ſhould never hear any nevvs of the Princeſs Mandana in a 
Ship uncil vve came at Epheſus ; vvhereas onthe contrary , vve ſhould hear all by Land, 
fince there vvas not a place iu all 4fia vvhich could-not inform us. I ſhall not trouble 
you Sir vvith a relation vyhich vvayes vve vvent, for that vvould be too tedious , only 
this, that vve'vvere compelled to make long journeys , and not to ſtay in any part of. P4+ 
phlagonia vvhich joyns upon Cappadocia : Burt ſo it vvas, vvhether by change of Ayr or 
Diet , Belefis fell ſick, and ſo very fick/, that the Prince Afazares thought he would 
have died there. Beleſss did intreat him a hundred times to let him die there, and follow 
his journey , yet he would not by any means; but on the contrary , proteſted he would 
never forſake him as long as he lived. In the-mean time , the ſickneſs of Zelefis was tot 
only dangerous, bur like to laſt long: The greateſt comfort to Mazares was, that he 
heard the Princeſs Mandana was in the Temple of Diana at'Eph:/iz , and that as the ſea- 
ſon of the year was , you Sir could not draw into the field ; and alſo, chough he were 
at Epheſus there was no ſeeing of Hanians: nor any. thinking of getting *her our of 
ſach a ſacred place as that was , yet did he indure the ſickneſs of Belefis with much impa- 
rience ; but-at laſt he began-ro grow better and better , and made us hope he would e- 
ſcape , and indeed ſo he did. When he was quite out of all danger , and had quitted his 
Bed, his Phyſirian adviſed him to walk and rake the freſh Ayr : Belefis being very defi- 
rous to be in ſuch a condition-as he might not be any ſtay unto Mazares, took his Phyſi- 
rians adviſe ; ſo thar after he had walked ſome daies on foor , he found himſelf ſo ftrong 
asto ride; then for atrial whether he was able, to- travel, my Maſter: and he deſign a 
- journey of fifty Furlongs to walkin a great Wood, and I waited upon them: Bur Sir, 
Thad no ſooner entred a hundred paces in the Wood , then tiny Maſter riding alone by 
himfelf, ſome twenty paces before Be/efis and me , who were talking together , and re- 
turned with much alteration in his aſpect , and addreſling himſelf unto me, Come hi- 
ther Orſanxs., ſaid he , and tell whether my eyes deceive me not, for ſince I never ſaw 
(or4s but opce, and then T was not in a very good condition to obſerve his face; there- 
ore1 dare not aſſure yu , "that it was he who {aluted me, and asked me: whether T met 
not ſuch a man as he deſcribed unto me ; yet certainly if my imagihation. do well retain 
che memory of his 1dee , he who I ſaw was Cyrws : Sir ( faid I unto him ). Do we not 
hear every where as we paſs, that Cyrzs is in the head of his Army ? YetI. am the moſt 
deceived that ever man was , if I do nor ſee him yer at the root of yonder -Tree , replied 
he. - In ſaying ſo , he ſhewed me the Tree where you Sir was leaning, 


-: OhOrſanxs,, replied Cyrus , I muſt needs interrupt you in your ſtory , that T may un- 
deceive you , and tell you thatT was not in Paphlagimia when you paſſed through it. I &- 
ſteem youſo-much ( anſwered Orſanxs ) that I will rather believe, your words then my 
own eyes: Your eyes ( repliedthe Princeſs e4raminta,, and bluſhed )) are not ſo as you 
| think them ,; ſince in all likelyhood it was the Prince Spirridares whom you ſaw , who re- 

ſembles the illuſtrious Cyr#s ſo much , that ir is no wonder if you were miſtaken. Buc I 
beſeech you tell me the dire&t time when you ſaw him you ſpeak of. ' Or/anws in obedience 
to the Princeſs Araninta did tell her the exaR time ; ſo that by the computation of Cyrus 
and her ſelf; ir was concluded that Or/anms mer the Prince Spirridates three weeks after 
the ſtranger Anaxars left him wounded in Paphlagonia , and in ſuch a Wood as Or/anxs 
preſcribed ; ſo rhar by this , the Princeſs Araminta had ſo- much conſolation as to know 
certainly that he was not dead of the wound which he received ; but on the other ſide, 
ſhe wondred to hear no news from himſelf.  Afrer ſhe had received all the fatisſation 
which Orſanes could give her , he continued his diſcourſe in theſe tearms. 


© The Prince Mazarer had no ſooner ſherved me him whom I :hought to be the illuftri- 
ous Cyr: , but I rold him, ( our of prudence , leſt an angry accident: ſhould -happen } 
that it was not Cyrxs , though he much reſembled him. Afſazeres yer had much ro 


believe me, and1 think he would have asked this ſuppoſed (57s whether it was be or 00,

Thar which wondered me'moſt in the bufineſs was, thar all choſe withwhomwe ſpoke;

"could not chuſe bur expreſs it unto my Maſter two days afterthe ſight o6 him who reſem+ 
bled you; I tid him that I diſſembled-my real thoughts before, and that T did beleeve ix 
was yourwhich we ſaw in the Wood: So that we travelled-a whole day reaſoning why 
you ſhould be there ; and not being able ro-ceconcile our own ſights and. theſe reports, 
whith were ſo contraty to-exth 'other, we ſtill paſſed on- unſatisfied :Bur fincel could 
not give my-own eyes the lye,. T conceived; that you had mate ſome feeret Voyage unte 
foe neighbor Prince; to- tieSvriare fore buſineſs or other 5 and that. though: reports 
went you wereh your Arty; vyet it was not impoſſible bur ;you might he ſome days abr 
ſent: Thus beſeeving thar-we had ſeen ybu, and that you knew not my Maſter, we artiyed 
at {aft at Ephoſt- The Princes Maurer then changed his Name for that of Telephaner; 
but Beſeſs+ fever altered his; becauſe it was: unknown in Zidia. I ſhall not relate unto 
you Sir, what apiration of Soul was in the Prince Aazeres (whom now I will, call Tele 
| for & while) when he ſaw the Temple wherein Mandate was; 'ffor would (if pol 
ſibly T could) conceal his Paſſion from you,//left.] ſhould roo much exaſperate your ſpirit 
him : yet ſince the'grearneſs of his Love, does make his Virtue appear, I muſt needs 
have fo good opinion of you Sir, as to beteeve, that at che end of my Relation you will 
adiiife, and-perhaps become a friend unto fuch a Rival as he is, alrhough I'do fer forth his 
Paifion utito Mardars to be infinitely hight: And the truth is Sir,it is impoſſible a Paſſion

with ſorrows, 'that I wonder he dyed nor ; and I verily think, that had not the King of 
Pontus been 1d ill when we catneto Epheſus, that he kept his bed by reaſon of a wound 
in his thigh, (0 chart he was not able to oppoſe thoſe who would have taken away the 
Princeſs Manduna and the Princeſs Palme; I am confident, I fay, that if he had 
there, though he had faved the life of the Princeſs, yer in the firſt raptures of his ſorrows, 
my Mafter had then affaulted him : But afterwards conſidering that the King of Pomtwe 
his dearh would not have releaſed Maxdana, ſince as the ſtate of things were, Creſſns 
would not part with her, he conceived ir more expedient to break her Chains by Policy ; 
And confi on thar it was impoſſible to make any attempts upon that place, for her Re 
' eafement, he thonghe it better to go unto &ardis, whither ſhe was to be conveyed as ſoon 
as Creſſus atrd the King of Poxrus were agreed upon their conditions ; which were 
tiot yet concluded upon, though the Negotiation had not been tranſacting ever 
ſince the King of Poxrur came to Epheſus : for as ſoon as he came thither , he 
fent ro demand proteRion from Creſſ#-, upon condition that what Treaties ſoever there 
were between him and Ciaxares or you, Mandana ſhould never be reſtored. Since this 
Propoſition ſeemed very hard, becauſe by granting ir,fuch a War would enſue, as would 
gever be ended till one fide was ruined, ſince'it was not probable that {3exares would 
ever ceaſe unleſs his daughter was declared, therefore the negotiation was very long before 
it could be concluded ; and nothing was done it ir, till Cr2ſſ#s having received a fmiling 
unfiver fromthe Oracle, and then he conſented unto the King of Poxrms his deſires: yet 
to find our a plauſible ws. 1099" wherewith to colour Juſtice, he-engaped himſelf never to 
eender the Princeſs Mandera in any Treaty without the King of Poxtns his conſent ; ſo 
thar after ſeveral ſendings the one to the other, the buſineſs was concluded berween them 
when we cane to Epheſws. * Then

"This news, which extreamly rejoyced Creſſus , grieved my Maſter ; for though the 
King of - 4,was his Rival , yet to ſee ſo great a King in ſuch a caſe, moved much 
forrow in him, eſpecially conſidering that this laſt accident had not been ,-if he had nor 
carried away the Princeſs fſandana : Alſo fearing that this Prince might know him.,. as 
-well as the Princeſs might; he was moved to conceal himſelf with care, leſt all his 
deſigns ſhould be ſpoiled; and indeed I did-much confirm him in his reſolution of KEEP? 
ing himſelf unknown , dy as the. Princeſs and the priſoners paſſed through the 
Town , and rhar day he keprin the place where I lodged, and as good luck was, tl 
fireet where we were , proved to be that chroughr which Afandave was. to paſs, and 1q 
ſhe did. Ir is impoſſible I ſhould tell. you Sir , what operation this ſight had upon the 
beart of my Maſter-; the truth , and tbe wonder is,. that it did not ſo much augment his 
Love as his repentance ; for when he ſaw-her ſo fair and ſo ſad both , he imagined himſelf 
'to be the cauſe of that ſadneſs , his ſorrows were ſuch , as I can deſcribe them no other- 
-wiſe , then by telling you char I cannot deſcribe them. 'As ſoon as the Chariot whereif 
/borh the Princeſſes were was out of ſight; and as he was ready to go from the Window, 
hefawthe King of A{{5ria appear , guarded with Souldiers , who conducted him and all 
the reſt of the priſoners , except the Prince Artams , who was not brought unto Sardy 
. until-ſome daies after , by reaſon of his wounds : My Maltgr then ſeeing at the ſame time, 
-boch the Prince whom he had offended ,. and the Princeſs whom he carried away , fell. in- 
£0 fuch an extaſie of ſorrow; that it was long before he was able to anſwer unto what I 
ſaid anto him |, and1 believe he had nor ſo ſoon given over his fad thoughts if Be/eſsr had 
netentres ;) his inquiſitive deſire to know the meeting between the King of Pontxs and 
e Aendana was quite cooled , and the ſight of this Princeſs had fo troubled his ſpirits, 
that he heard: ZBe/efis , but underſtood him not : I ſhould have: thought.

of Ponrus had , vvho after did circumſpeRtly obſerve all my Maſters ations , ſo that vve 
had much ado to hold thoſe intelligencies which formerly .vye did. vvichour- diſcovery.

Burt ſince the King of Afria did impatiently 
reſent this diſcourſe, C yrs did end it very handſamly: And Abradates did preſent 
Andramite: unto him ; Alſo Mazares preſented Beleſis, relling him, that this his 
illuſtrious Friend could well teſtifie his Repentance : Alſo Anagars, Soficles, Tege- 
xs, and Feraxlas coming up. towards him, (yrs embraced chem with much joy,) 
eſpecially the laſt of theſe : After which, taking horſe, he rid cowards the Camp ;

tivity. -Cyr»s would have Andramites alſo to follow Abradates, that he might have 
a ſight of Doraliſa, ——__— Gods would one day reward him for having comi- 
ſeration upon unfortunate Lovers like himſelf; and for his care in ſweetening the 
bicter Pills of their miſeries, though he ſaw no remedy for his own.

-Iſle, he took notice that the young Timarete had many little birds in cagzs which ſang ver 
fweerly, and that ſhe lovedthenr exceeding well becauſe Sefoſtris gave them. ThePhis 
loſopher according to his Doftrine gave yan bs tae birds, and thereby did cxcroli_gs 

rieve Timareta for the loſſ: of hzr birds, and Seſoſtr:s for the ſorrows of Timaretaz yer did 
they murmur at their lofle onely in ſecret 3 for as Seſoſeris received many ſapient Documents 
from Pythagoyas, (o he praftiſed that ſilence which he taught his Scholars. Seſeſeris talking 
with Timareta after her loff?, tolg her, as pittifull as P yt hagoras was, he was notable to ſet 
him at liberty as he had donz her birds. Truly, -replycd ſhe, I ſhould think it more juſt ts 
ſet men ac liberty rather tharybirds. But, Timareta, there is a great difference berween then 
and me ; for thoſe birds are glad of their freedome , but I fhould be ſorry ariy ſhould break 
my chains : So ſince Pythagoras intends only a good unto thoſe he frees, heknows'I 
am your captive; he would not relcaſe me: Bur as for your part, fair T imaret4, why doe not 
you follow the example of this great Philoſopher, and become piccifull ? winks ja have 
me ſer you at liberty, replyed ſh2, as he hath don2 my birds ? No, replyed he , but I would 

' have you make me happy in my captivity. . How ſhall I doe that ? (replyed ſhe.) The way

the ſooner, becauſe hee underſtood this man had cleared himſelfe of that raifing of 
Sxdition, whereof h:e was' accuſed, I ſhall nor tell you, Sir , in what 
this man acquainted the King , how it was hee who found the Letter in Nee , 
how he read it as ſoon as he found it, and ſaw that it mentioned the leaving him a Daughter; 
how afterwards heloſt it at El-phantme , and how miraculouſly he found that which would 
convince him of his errour; for if I ſhould make a full relation, it would be too tedious, Sir, 
unto you. However Amaſis no ſooner heard what he ſaid, but being very impatient to ſee 
what he had brought him, he took the little bit of paper which the man had preſerved ; and 
th: King joyning it unto the L2tter of Ladice which was torn, it filled ap fo even and juſtly , 
and anſwered unto every corner, like wax unto a Szal , that there could not be the leaft ſuſpi- 
tion of any couſenage ; for it joyned ſo cloſe, that it was hard to be ſeen where it was torne : 
Bur as the King was nuach ſarpriſed to ſee this lictle bit of the Letter fit his place.fo juſtly z ſo 
was he much more, to finde, that then it was as plain as the Sun, that Ladice left him a 
Danghter; for the word Daughttee was in thac little bit which was added : nor could he ſafe 
p=& any forgery, but that ic was writ with the hand of Ladice as wellas the reſt of the Letter. 
Amaſis then b:ing ſatisfied that Seſoſtris was not his Sonne, asked Traſeas who hewas? and 
he anſwered him as he anſwered Heracleoy, to wit, that himſelf was the Father of Seſoſiris; 
and anſwered ſo fally anto all objetions which Amaſis could put unto him, that he could 
find nocauſe of contradiftion. But fince Heracleows paſlion did as well thirſt for revenge up- 
on Seſoſrris as his Rivall, as to fſatisfie both his love and ambition by marrying Tixearete, 
he told the King in a low voice, that he beleeved Amenophis had taken the fonne of Traſeas 
intending. to make him paſſe for the Sonne of Apriez ;/ and accordinfs to his j t, it 
were fit to obſerve him, Iſt hz ſhould goz into Thebes, and perſwade the p-ople that hee was 
the reall Seſoſtris. But Amaſs, who did extramly atfe& Seſoftris , whoſoever he was | not 
onely becauſe he had obtained him a glorious vitory, but by reaſon of a pow infti 
he would not hzarxen unto the propofition. Ic isenough, aid he, if I rake from Seſoftris the 
' quality of a Prince, andnot his liberty ; and ler his birth be what it will, it: appears fo glo- 
riouſly in the world, that I cannot think it baſe: If any berob: arreſtsd, it is Treſeac, not 
him; and indz:d the King committed him unto the caſftody of his Guard , and. on 
two womzn of quality in Zlephantine to go2 unto Timarets. Bur finc2 Heracleon w 
needs be the firſt that ſhould carry this good news unto his faireſt Shepheardsſle, he beſezched 
the King he might wait upon the two Ladies thither, which he granted him, expreſly char- 
ging him, and theOfficer who found Ladice's I:tter, and Treſeas to ſay nothing wicthour 
pzrmiſſion from him, of any thing which el pong amongſt them. Thus the Prince Sg 
ſoftric, being ignorant of what was doing againſt him , thought of nothing but that miſery 
which hisgreatnefſe cauſed unto him, not thinking he was like to loſe it. In the mzan tim: 
Heracleon went to Timarera, who was much troubled for Traſeas as well as Nicetis; bit 
mach mor2 was ſh: moved at the fight of a Coach fullof Ladyes, and when theſe Ladyes 
told her, they had commands from th2 King ro carry her unto him, at firft, Timwers an- 
ſwerzd, that” it was not cradible ſo great a Prince deſired to ſax fo fimple a Shzpheard:ſſe as 
her ſelfe.

( faid Heracleon, icceing ſhe gaveno credit rohim ) what I ſpeak is truth; and before to mor- 
row night, you will fee your ſelfe above all the Grandees in e-/£, ypt, and Seſoftris will be be- 
low all that can be called baſe. Oh Sir, Copa Tmwareta all amuſed ) Fortune is neither fo 
blind nor ſo unj1ſt,.as to cauſe ſich a Revolution: However it be, ſaid he , - theſe Ladics have 
oxders to waitupon you unto — AndI to guard you , then being my {ef infinicly 
happy in the honour of being the firſt meſſenger of fqch gvod newes. This you tell me ſeemes 
ſo ingot replied he) that I cannot believe it; and though it ſhould betrue, yer I find: 
my ſelfe ſo unworthy of ſuch an honour , that Iſhall never receive it. After this, they put Ti- 
mareta ifi_ the Coach; but ſhe would not goz , -unlefſe they would let Nicetis go - 7 her. 
In the meane time; ſhe being naturally ome, and fince the was alwaics uncertain whether 
Seſaſtris would came that way in hunting, ſhe was never in her negligent drefſe; Therefore 
ſhe appeared fo fair in the eyes of choſe Ladies who waited upon her , that they all admired 
her beauty: As for Heracleon, he thought himſelfalmoſt at che top of happinefſe: For he 
imagined himſelte married unto the greateſt beauty of all e/£gypr, and unto one who would 
make him King. Moreo ver, he had the ſatisfaftion , to put his rivall befides his Miſtrefſe and 
Throne: So that meeting with that at one time, which would fully fatisfie, both his love , 
his ambition, his jealouſie, and his revenge” , he was as happy as his own wiſhes could make 
him. But ſo -was not Timare:a,whoſe aſtoniſhment was ſo high, that ſhe was wot capable ci- 
ther of joy or ſorrow; yet ſhe enclined more unto the latter of theſe then the firſt. In the meane 
time, ſhe arived at the Court: Heracleon acquaints the boy and he- bids her tocnter. Bat 
ſhe was not ſooner aw0 Pare within the Chamber, and the King _ ſudden ſeeing as well

Timareta ſee 
ing the hononrs-which the King did her,; knew not how to receive them : | yet ſhe told him

*Tis true, replyed he,but Seſoſtrss the Prince ought not to pretend any thing unto the Daugh- 
t:r of his Enemy: That you may ceaſe being his enemy, anſwered Amenphi; , you mult 
become his maſter, you muſt fight with him and conquer him, and. thengive back Tiwareta 
' that Crown which you have with juſtice taken from him. Theſe, Sir, were the arguments 
. which Amenophis uſed unto Seſoſtris,to convince him in point of love,and to invite himunto 
Thebes; bit thg paſſion which had taken up a ftrong refidence in the ſoul of this Prince, 
would not permit him ſo ſuddenly to reſolve upon ſs dithcult a matter : 'He defired of Ame 
nophis two dayes of conſideration , but indeed it was to .finde out an expedient how -to 
- acquaint the Princefſe Timarera with his tie birth, and to hinder Heras/eon from marrying 
her,yet he could not poſſibly compaſſ: cither : for it bzing the cuſtom of all mercenary minded 
vaſiols to follow fortune at the heels, and change as it doth, when Seſoftris, would have en- 
, ter<dto have ſeen Timaretd, thoſ: who were at the Palace gate, and kept it for Heraclton , 
did treat him like a Shepheard, and would not ſuffer him to enter, This courſe entertain- 
ment did fo incenſe him, that he doubled his fury againſt Heracleor, though he did not know 
. that this triviall diſgrace was cauſed direftly by him : His grief was, hee knew not how to 
ruin Heracleoy, for he was too generous to attempt any unworthy way z nor was it an eaſic 
' matter 
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matter to invice him to fight with a Shepheard, neither could he force him, becauſe he wene 
alwaics well attended, nor did he ever ftirre out of the Palace fince Timarere was acknow- 
ledged Princeſe-7) However, Seſoſtris could not refolve upon departure from Elephantine 
untill he had made fure of Heracleos for ever marrying Tiwmareta : nor would he gocunto 
Thebes untill he had firſt asked advice of his dear Princefſe : So that when thoſe two .dayes 
given by Amenophis. were expired, he muſt allow him more : for ſince the noiſe of Her 4- 
cleows marriage with Timareta grew louder every day, the jcalouſte of Seſoftris ted 
accordingly, and the more, becauſe hee ſaw I:fſzhopes of revenge upon his Rivall. In the 
mean while Amenophis was vexed to the heart, that he could not get Seſoſtris out of Elephan. 
tine. But to make ſome uſe of his vexatious abode in the Towne, hee wentprivately in th: 
night to viſit divers perſons of his acquaintance whom he knew would not diſcover him, to 
theend he might dilpoſe them unto any great deſign, it occaſion were.. But whilſt T imarerts 
ieved for Seſoſtris in the niidft of all her grandure, the Princeſſe Liſerina grieved for the 
Foſſe of a Crown, ant! Heracleon thought of nothing but how to bcome King, to murther 
Seſoffris,and to T imareta; and whilſt Seſoſtris had a mind full of vexatious thoughts, 
and had a hundred lots in his brain, all ate to one another : Amaſis was molt cruelly 
tormented, not onely with ſorrow for the lofi: of his eyes, but alſo with anguiſh of ſpicit, 
and ſting of conſcience for his wickednefſe; he thought alwaizs he heard the voice of Ladrce 
threatning him, and the more was his miſery, he obſerved that Heracleon began to take 
much authority him, and. began to tranſa&tlike a man who pretended to haye all the 
' Power ſhortly in his own hands: Bur one extraordinary accident chanced, whiclf did infi- 
_nitely trouble him. Be ed to know , that there is a all Feaſt obſerved throughout 
 all-e/£gypr, called the Feaſt of Ran which is celebrated untothe glory of 1fis, and which 
i the onely Feaſt amongſt us, whole ceremony is alike obſeryed in all Villages, Townes,and 
Cities ; and the day being come, they adorn their Temples with Garlands, and ftrow all the 
_ firects wich flowggs, and ſet before their doors all that they have moſt rare. And when the 
Sun is ſer, and night begins, they light not onely an infinite number of magnificent Lamps in 
every Church, but alſo in all the ſtreets and pabliqtie no in all their doors, windows, and 
towers; about all the walls of the Town, upon the Maſts and Prows of every Ship in the 
Port ; and thisthey doe to the very leaſt —_ or cabin of a Shepheard : fo that at this 
"time all «/£gypt isas light as day in the darkelt night. And fince amongſt us it is belecved , 
| nothing is more acceptable to the gods then Perfumes, nor any thing more wholſome, or b:t- 
ter topurifie the Air, every one addes unto his Lamp a Bonefire of Aromatique wood before 
his door; ſothat in an inſtant there is ſuch a pleaſant vapour in the air, as perfumes all the 
fields about the Town : They uſe to fing alſo quantity of Songs in honour of ſis, both in 
: ghrn ary; and ſtreets, but a large relation of this is not neceflary unto my diſcourſe : 
t this Feaſt being kept whilſt we were there, every one hoped, that the preſence of the King 
' Would make it more ' nhwan though the accident which happened did trouble all thoſe who 
were lovers of quietneſſe and peace. But, Sir, the hourbeing coyie when the Ceremony 
"began, there was ſo much light, that all che Town ſeemed on fire: S_ according to the 
ctiftom went to the Temple in a Coach, and Timareta with him 3 Meracleon went on Horl- 
back next after the Kings Coach, and all the Court followed. But, Str, the wonder was, 
thatin all the ſtreets where the King paſſed, all the Lamps ſeemed to extinguiſh, their lighe 
"became dimme, their fires went out, and their perfumes changed their pleaſant ſmell : Fhe 
ſhrill ſcreeks and cryes of fatall Birds were heard, and the accident did ſo amaze all the in- 
habicants of Elephaztine, that they were full of fearfull cjaculations and cryes, which mo» 
ving the King to ask the reaſon , and were conſtrained to tell him ; yet to fweeten the 
Kings appermgn, Heracleon aſcd all poſlible skill to find out the naturall cauſe of this Pro- 
digie; but Timsereta yras ſo affrighted, that ſhe communicated her fears unto the King her 
Father ; yet would needs goe on unto the Temple, but che ſame diſmM! ſight and noiſe 
was ſtill heard there as well as in the ſtreets: So that this Princenat ſeeing as others did , 
heard nothing about him but murmuring of voices, which lt him know that the people were 
ighted ; and he beſeeched the Gods to let him know what it was they would have him do 
which might appeaſe them. After which he returned unto his Palace, yet more poegpees 
then beforz. As for Seſoſtris, he had the happineſle of ſeeing Timarets inthe Temple, bur 
et he was not ſo happy as to be ſeen, though notwithſtanding all her feares, he obſerved ſhee 
ooked all Sons for fan, This being the poſture of affairs, it chanced that an old ſervant 
b:longing to Amaſis knew that ſervant which was with Amemophis as he was ſtanding in the 
ſtreets to ſee the King paſs; ſo that ſince they were wel acquainted heretofore,he wondred th - 
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he ſhonld ſhun him, and ſeem not to know him: at firſt, he thoughe that.perhaps he way de- 
ctived; but the care which the other:took to avoide him , was it which confirmed him in his 
opinion, alſo he had a private marke in his face which wade him very knowable: yet hecould

friends of Arpalice, and amongſt them, I was one whom he often viſitzd, and with whoni 
he held agreat intimacy of friendſhip. He was ſo amiable and handſom, that he was the ob 
je& of an univerſall eſtzem, and it had been ſtrange if Arpalice had lighted him. Hee was 
none of thoſe lighty apouring lovers , who care not what they talk betore their Miſtrifſes,or 
who exceſsively commend a black Bzauty before one that is fair; ' but on the contrary hee is 
ſo judicious, ſo exat, and diſcreet in his paſsion, and without any affe&ation or conſtrain 
in his aftions, that if at any time he commended any in the preſence of Arpalice, ic was 
ſo as it might appeare hee thought Arpatice the fair , and moſt worthy of commen- 
dations: And I b:leevenever any had a finer art to keep himſelfe within in his owne: 
ranke then, hee had. As off-as I have ſezn him with Arpalice, in the Temples, at Vifirs , 
in Walkes; and Afﬀemblics, 1 never ſaw him intruſive, nor ever put any out of their 
places, yet was hee | > war y with her, and therefore you may imagine , that 
if ſhee had a heart abſolutely inſenfible , ſhee could net chuſe but bee much take 
with ſuch a' pzrf:&ly acompliſhed man as Threfiwedes , and with ons who was fo 
knFing in theart of procuring love, I will ont all the relation of all thoſe rigours which 
ſheThzwed unto him at the firſt, and how ſhe flighted the merits of ſuch a man : For per= 
haps you will hardly think it poſſible ſhe ſhould treat a man ſo roughly, whom ſhe eſtzemed 
ſo biehly : But let me tell you, thac the pafl.on of Thrafiwedes did mariifeſtly appear, that 
the friends of Menecrates tooke it to heart, and though they eſteemed Thrafimedes 
very well, yet they thought themſelves obliged to tell Arpalice their minds, LUntill now Ar- 


palice did conftrain her ſelf, but as ſoon as Menophiles and Lycafte ſpokeunto her Cconcern- , 


ing Threfimedes, and commanded her to let him know, that he muſt nor any farther cngage 
himſelf in her ſervice, ſhe ceafed to.refiſt her inclination, and did ſo peremptorily revoit 
from thoſe that commanded her to baniſh Thr afimedes, 1o infivilly, that ſhe began to ſlack 
her rigour to him : Yer would not ſhepzrmit him to ſpeak openly of his love; but withour 
any anger or ſharpneſſe, impoſed ſilence upon him. Thigbeing the ſtate of things, news came 
that Parmenides and Menecrates would return within £wo dayes. This report had diff 
rent operations in the heart of Arpalice; for her lovgunto her brother.made her rejoyce to 
ſce him ſo ſoon, and. her hatred of AMſenecrates,*made her ſtrangely apprehend his return. 
On the other fide T hraſimedes had fo lictle afſarance of the heart of Arpattce , tharthe knew 
not what to reſolve upon, nor how to behave himſelf towards Meneorares, therefore he do- 
termined to find outa way howto ſpeak with ca {aa in private : Bat fince it was not kier 
cuſtome to give him any ſuch opportunities : And ſince all hehadto fay required longer time 
" then common converſations, which laſted not-abovea quarter of an hour, he bzth his 
{df of an invention which did admirably well ſerve his tur. Know then, that to bririg a- 
bout his defign, he beſtoweda viſit upon me 3 ' and after much common diſcourſe, he began 
totalk of Menecrates, asking me confidently, how I thought Arpalice wanld receive him): 
Afterwards falling from one diſcourſe to another , he told me that he had a very great de- 
fire to give an entertainment unto Arpalice, before Mexecrates came: Forz faid he; ifone 
may credit Zexocrite, ſhe dares not ſo muchas lift up, hereyes after he is arrived. For my 
part, thonghl knew T hraſimedes was in love with Arpalree\, yet did not ſuſpeft hee had 
any ſecret. deſign in his words; and he was fo accuſtomed to treat us with freſh entertain» 
ments, that the propoſition did not at allſarpriſe me. I asked'him then what kind of treat» 
this thogld bee ? telling him ic muſt be quickly if hee would have ic before the tee 
tum of Menecrates. T hraſewedes perceiving me ſo caſily deluded, told'me;that Ario#, who 
was ſo famous'throughout the world, was arrived at Patars; bur ſince he had adefirers 
paſſe unknown, he would not be got ta play upon the Harp, unleſſe one had ſome itnrimare 
mea with him ; but being well acquairited with him- at Corinth, hee could prey 
with him, . provided it was-not before much company. This may eafily. be, rot ed: 

" it may beat Lycaſtes houſe, The company:would be tgo/great there ( npged for there 
 willnotbefewerthen Lycaſte, Zenocrite; Cydipe, «, and yourſelf; and-you niz 
' well imagine,. thatit isnot poſſible to make Zexvorite keep airy long filenee to oblige Aion 
$o. play.hiis beſt ;, for you-muſt know-thar fuch a matt yoice uſcth 10 charm the vepy

had no ſoon-r made this ſition, but I accepted of it 3 for fince my Father allowed me 
all the liberty I could defire, kn wing I would not abuſe it, it was an cafie matter for me to do 
according unto this propoſition : and finc2I beleeved Arpalice would not dorr at it, I made 
a poſitive promiſe unto T hraſimedes, who having a Halicarnaſsian friend, who played paſ 
fing well upon the Harp, {ung as well, hemade uſeof him jn lieu of Arioy. To ſhorten 
my diſcourſe as much as I can, I obtained of Arpalice to come and ſee me, and the truth is,

If that bell, ſaid Iunto by A 
let mee alone te doe all the civilities which are fiting : And indeed, the nextmorning 
when hee came, I was as good as my word : and Thraſimedes had ſowell deſcribed his 
Goddeſs unto him, that he did all which was deſired of him : -So that this counterfeit Arion, 
who was a man of wit and ſpirit enough,. began to addrefle all his diſcourſe unto me accor- 
ding to the inſttuftions of T hreſimedes, whilſt one ofhis men was to bring his harpe: Ac firſt, 
the diſcourſe was generall amongſt us all fonr; but hefell nſenfibly to talke onely unto me : 
. t hinking thereby to oblige him untoa better humour of ſinging,l willingly hearkened unto 
him, and defired him to relate his admirable adventure of- the Dolphin which was fo famed 
over all the World.

Madam (faid he unto her ) I cannot think my df ſounhappy as that you ſhould not know I 
love, and love you infinitely : all my aftions ſpeak as much, my very looks may afſure you 
of as much, and certainly it is impoſſible that there ſhould be ſo much love in my heart, and

The laſt of —_— Arpalice fo faire 
and charming, that he was aſhamed of his behavious towards her : yet ſince he leoked upon 
her one whom forall this he ſhould marry, his care was onely to know how he ſhould 
carry himſelf between Cydipe and Arpalice : But thenext,moming he changed his mind; for 
a friend of his coming to ſee him , and beginning to diſcourſe upon the preſent condition of 
his ſoul, heunderſtood by him , that T braſizvedes came into my chamber with Arpalice\, 
"Without any company but Philiſt:on and my ſelf, who had appointed that day; thar all my 
ſervants ſhould fay I was not within, and he was by ſeverall circumſtances fotally fatisfied, 
that there was'a correſpondency betwegn them, that he began'to hate Thrafimedes, and to 
lefſen his loveunto Cxipe, alſo'to love Arpalice alittle more; and reſolved' neither” to loſe 
.hereftate, nor her ſelf, his love'of  Cydipe was rather a fancy then a reall paſſion, what ere 
ſhe thought ; and you muſt know, thar Mexecrates being Ry pages in four or fivedaies 
that Thraſimedes was in love with Arpalice , that he was not hated, biit that himſelf was, hi 
grew extreawly vexed, and ſpoke not unto Cydipe as before : - but in the firſt place, ihtiens, 
wining Arpaer by bis ſervices, he Rnd Parmenides to perform his proviiiſes,inexe- 
cating the Laſt Will and Teſtament of his Father and Mother, who ordained him 'to marry 
Arpalice, In the mean time, Parmenides, who had a particular intereſt, not” to ſatisfic Mene- 
crates, told him , that hehad conference with all thoſe who had any powerover his Siſter; 
and nor to let flip ſuch a fir rtunity, he asked his Sifter in marriage. For niy part , ſayd 
Merxecrates, I frzely give you all the power | have. Parmenides anſwered the fame Ge as much 
as concerned Arpalice. Thus they did both of them diſpoſe of that which'was not in their 
power : And Taffure you, they quickly found ir :* for as ſoon as Parmenid:s ſpoke unto A- 
palice, ſhe told him, that ſhe would not think of any marriage maxters ſo ſoon : yer ſhe wonld 
mot abſolutely tell him, ſhewould never Memecrates , becauſe ſhe knew him to be ve 
imperious, and might have occafion to accuſe her,if ſhe declared ſhe would not fulfill the Will 
of herFather, therefore ſhe told him onely, that ſhe would take ſome rinie'ts reſolve *apon 
it, chuſing rather to tell Menecrates his doom then her Brother : But when Parmenides ſaw 
he could not prevaile with her, he told her of his affection wty C/eoxewe; conjuring her to 
take it intoher conſideration. Unto this ſhee anſwered, that finceall heramity could not 
make her change her thoughts of Menecrates , he might think alſo, that Clzoxene would not 
be ruled by her Brother, and ſobhis happineſle or miſery depended npon'Cleovtwe, and not up- 
on Menecrates. After this Parmenides did till importuncher a long time, and Arpalice

for her ſecrecy; yet adding; that fince he had pafſed his word unto Parmenider, he could not , 
recall it, therefore if ſhe married Lyſias, it ſhould bs without his conſent. Ini the mean 
 tirne, Aypalice, whocould not indure the reports of her appointed meeting , ſince ic was un- 
true, reſolved to make it knowne that their meeting was by accident, not wo ;/ and in- 
deed made it apparent : ſothat Merecrates finding his anger was unjuſtly grounded , is ' 


ceaſed, and he wentumto Arpalice that very ſamehower, whom he found alone. You may 
eaſily imagine ſhe was not alittle aſtoniſhed to ſee Menecrates at her feet, whom ſhe though

he only wris two words unto Doralsſsa,that he would moſt punftually obey her, aftey which, 
he went unta this.Prince, and affoon as he was in his Tent, Cyr acked him, whether the 
prediftions| of the Telmiſſians unto the firſt King of Lydia, were true?. thatif he cauſed.z” 
Child which the; Gods had given him to be carried: round about the Walls 'of Sardis, the 
Towne thoald be impregnable-in all places where he could paſſe? This beliete-is ſo generall 
received ; Andramites, that I cannot chuſe but wonder at the generall revole whic 
| 5s amongſt he -ihhabitants of Sardis , who ſeenvſo confident in the ſtrength of their VValls, 
that they:neyer-truſt unto the promiſes of their Gods, but when the danger is farre off and 
not likely 6 happen: -For Iremember when news came to Sardis that you had taken Baby- 
lon; Theardanany men of eſay, that their OR ing expoſed to 
that danger: and that is was under the proteftion of the Gods afſoon as it was built: Yet I 
reniemberheard fay at the fame time, that the firſt King of Lydia, who received this odd 
command frara.che Gods, for ſoitſeemed untothoſe who contider not, that it is the way of 
the Gods! mes gn things to paſſe by ſmall means , and to bide their intentions from 


the ſons of rmen; had made the -feituation of Sardss fo, that the VValls and this Child could 
not. þe;carried/roand,, but the place wherz he could nat be carried, is-{o inacceſſible of it 


at there ntded no greater ſecurity then nature ic ſelf had given.unto it; and it is 
-n-that:Gde where: yet you_never madean affault , and which ſeemes ſo inacceſſible , that 
thought ic ſelſecannor reach it , alſo the Lydiars _——_ feeble guards there as it: ſeems to 
ruſt to the ſtrength of it. *Tis true ſaid Cyrss,] think t uy have reaſon to truſt nature with the 
ſtrength 6f-thar- place , and riced nor fear rhe taking of Serds in that place: yet there is a 
epdre 80 che ſouldiers;-thar there is a quarter of this Town where it may be taken, 
and tha it-is4mpregriable every where elſe : therefore it muſt needs be this you ſpeak of(added 
heand fetied not-tonegleft the advice of the ſouldiers)$& you know how fiich things as theſe 
-wherher thete be a poſlibilicie or not in them, yer they make deep impreſſions in the Girits of a 
multitudg;$&:youhnow how deſpair does faint the hearts of fouldiers, & what aterror is ſtruck 
into a great Army;zwhen —_— think the Gods are againſt then 3:therefore though I know 
the plactyou ſpeak of b> inacceſſible, yet I will view ic, and give out ag:ifI approved of the 
advice-which. the ſouldiers.give.me : and accordingly the King of Aris; Mazares, Seſo- 
ftris, Tytranes, and Anaxares being come unto him, they all cook horſe -as well as he, and 
were guided unto. this place by Andramites, which the fouldiers ſaid was the only to 
awhich muſt let them into Sardis , fince the guard was weak on that fide,. Cyrus might view 
it with lefſe danger; and thoſe few ' Lydians who were upon the Walls did mock at thoſe who 
looked upon thatplace of their Towne; yet they ſhot many arrowes, 'though they imagined 
.they woald doe:no execution, by reaſon of the cine heghr ofthe Rock where they toad: 
Alſo Cyrus had erected a little ſconce on: that fide , to umbragehis men when they came to 
view that place which ſtruck -terror into all beholders; for it was agreat ſharp rock , ſo ſteep - 
that it was terrible to behold, and where. it was not imaginable any could go except Goats; 
apon thetop of this Rock were walls ſo low that theſouldiers might lean over them ; and 
which indeed was rather a bare Parapet then a wall; the paſſe over the Ditch there, was not 
very difficalt 5 bat the Rock ————— that the Mountain Twelss which was 
over again it, was not mote inacceſſible: Alfo all the Princes which looked upon it, and had 
Lxnit before, would neverhave taken ſo much pains as to view it the ſecond time, but only 
becauſe they would not ſeem to deſpiſe the advice of the ſouldiers ; yet Cyrus knew. it more 
prudence to attempt a hundred vain offers, then to negle one that was neceſſary , and toe : 
. . re . 
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fore he looked upon this ſteep ſturdy Rock more ſeriouſly then any of the reſt 3 and as hee 
was in deep contemplation of it, an accident chanced which perſwaded him , Sardis mighe 
be taken : It chanced that a Lydies Souldicr being upon the wall , and looking over the 
4 repens coreret—arprigrbagrmoeso ou icchs the 
ier was very angry for the loſſe of his et, eſpecially becauſe his companions jeered 
him ; and therefore he tryed if he could get down and fetch it, juſt whilſt Cyrus was in the 
Sconce looking upon this Rock, who ſeeing the Souldier deſcend, ſhewed him with wonder 
unto the reſt of his company, and obſerved him very attentively, but they faw him more like 
a man who would ratherprecipitate himſelf, then one that would ever come down; yet they 
were amazed, when they ſaw by degrees turning and winding, he came down: *Tis true he 
made many ſtops to chuſe bur a — and Cyrxs. took notice 
that the Rock was full of wild graffe-tufts which kept the Souldier from flipping : So that 
d:ſcending ſloping from taft to tuft, he came at laft to his Helmet, and cook it upwith joy, 
beginning to afcend the ſame way he deſcended, and to gocup morecafily then he came 
down, becauſe the precipice did not ſo much affright him. Cyr#s admiring this wonderfull 
accident, told the King of Aſhria , that fince this Souldier could aſcend this Rock, a hun- 
dred thouſand might doe theſame : So that diligently obſerving the way he took, they took 
ſach goo notice of it by certain yellow Flowers which grew there accidently, that they 
were regular marks unto their eyes : Cyras tooke a Table-booke out of his pocket, and 
drew this Rock ſo plainly, that the way which this Souldier went was evident to his eye : 
fo that hedid not doubt of the taking of Sardis. The King of Alprie, and Mazares were 
as confident as he : Seſoftris alſo hoped by this way to find his dear Timareta ; and 4- 
dramites was perſwaded by this deſcending and aſcending of this Souldier, that the prediQti- 
ons of the Gods were true : As for Anaxaris, hedid not oppoſe the intentions of Cyras, but 
he thought it ſodifficult, that he could not hope for any happy ſucceſle in the a . Aﬀer 
they had deſcanted upon the enterpriſe, they returned to finiſh their refolves, with the advice 
of other Princes inthe Army of Cyr; and to attempt this enterpriſe , the great difficulty 
was, that they knew not how to mount this Rock, neither by day, nor nighe that was dark: 
for by day they would be diſcovered, and eafily repulſed; and by night it was hard to hic fo 
dangerous a way : But fince Cyras had aſoal of a vaſt ity, and in a moment could ſee 
all things that made an enterpriſe cither feafible or impoſſible : He conſidered that the Moon 
was at the full, and not rifing till the Sun was ſet, ſhe would ſhine to help them in climbing 
them be Gonybar emer alſe ther tn all rearrpris of Warts, Kandy end be 
em be ſeen, bat he ©, that in all great enterpriſes of Ware, . | nult be 
t to hazard. Alſo Andy amiges didfo affire-him, rowdy ; were kept on that 
fide, as withon: delay he reſo to give three Alarm afſaules-che night following , on the 
fide furtheſt off the place where he intended the trucone, whilſt Cyrxs in the head of five 
hundred men, and all the brave men of his Army, would goe, and either the climbe the 
Rock or dye, not being able to ſuffer , that a common Souldier ſhould doe more for his Hel- 
met , then he would doe for Mandara. It the meane time, fince he conceived it impoſſi- 
ble to bring ſo many men up that way, as were ſufficient to take the Towne: His deſigne 
was to carry up ſo many onely as might make him Maſter of thenext Port, and there 
to let in the Body of his men, andinorder to that, hee appointed a Body of Infantry , 
and another of Cavalry to bee in readinefſe near that Port, unperceived by the Ly- 
dians, giving a ſigne when they ſhould advance and enter : And indeed this Prince 
gave out all orders, as if he were affured his enterpriſe would take effe& ; and alſo he gave all 
Kquiſite orders in caſe it ſhould fail: He made choice of the ſouldiers who were to follow 
him, and appointed them all to carry Pike-ſtaves in their hands, to lean upon them in climb- 
ing theRock, and to fight with them when they were up, having no other Arms for this ex- 
ition but a light Buckler, a Sword, and a Pike-ſtaffe, which was to ſerve for ſeverall.uſes, 
the mean time, ſince thelife of Cyrus was exceedingly pretious, the Kings of Phrygia, and 
Hircania, who were to give theſe Alarms , did what PREY to hinder this Prince from 
this attempt in hisperſon ; or at leaſt to difſwade him being the firſt in climbing this 
Rock : Bur he was ſoperſwaded the enterpriſe would faile, if- he did not execute it himſelf y 
and ſo confident it would proſper if hedid, that it was impoſſible to make him change his 'o- 
inion. Chriſaates made uſe of that freedom which he ever uſed with him, to qualifie that he- 
roique heat which for the love and glory of andans did ſo often precipitate him into dan< . 
ger. hee would perſiwade him, that the enterpriſe' would profper better, if hee would [et his 
ſouldiers climb firſt ; but hee anfwered , that hee was perſwaded his ſouldiers would cas 
ter 
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better if they followed him, then if he followed them ; and therefore he was firmly reſolved 
hot to change his opinion. Cyr«s paſſed over all that day with abundance of impatience : 
And the King of -Aſjria with as much, and Seſeftris no lefle. Mazares , though he was 
out of all hopes of ever being , yet did moſtearneſtly defire the liberty of Mandana, 
- asif ſhe had Joved him. Burt the hour of ating this enterpriſe being come, -and all things | 
in readineſſe for the execution, Cyrus cheered up the Souldiers which followed him ; and 
promiſed ſuch  recomrpence, if the deſign proſpered, that though they had been but half 
valiant , the very ine re their eyes was enough to ſer an edge upon their courages,, and 
exaſperate their valour. He gave them three things principally in, command : Firſt, to follow 
him, and doe as hedid : Secondly, not to ſpeak one wo ar climbed : and thirdly, ne- 
ver to look bzhind them, left the terrour of the precipice ſhould aſtoniſh them, After this , 
Cyrus would gladly have moved the King of Afris to march only in the middle of the Soul- 
diers who were to follow him, but do: what he could , he would be the ſecond : So that 4- 
naxaris was put in the middle of that File which was to climb ; and Trgranes to be laſt; to 
prevent any from recoiling : Seſoffris, Phraartes, Perſodes, Andramites, Feranlus, Ligdamis, 
Leont:das, and all the Heroes diſperſed themſelves among the firſt hundred Souldiers which 
followed Cyrus, to encourage them by their o___ things being then ready, Cyrus with 
11. his men one by one went down the dixch, by a traft which was not ver Aicule; firſt 
carefully obſerving the plot which he had drawn of the Rock, that he might the better re- 
member the tra& he was to hold in climbing : And it ſeemed that he had both well obſer- 
ved, and remzmbersd it ;_ and though the Moon did ſhine but dimly, yet it wase to 
diſcover the yellow flowers, which were direftions unto them ; and though he ſaw ſome diffe- 
rence in the colonr of them by this y light, yet agar. to mount, climbing neither toa 
ſoftly,leſt he ſhould ſlip, nor too faſt, leſt his Souldiers not follow ; fill ſtriving to re- 
member the way which the ſouldier tcok who fetched his Helmet : and he hit it ſo well, and 
Id them up ſo happily, that he got to the midſt of the Rock without any noiſe , or any _ 
ſo that b:ginning to hap well in theenterprife, and being defirous to judge of that which 
had to climb, by that which he had already paſt, he turned his head, and notwithſtanding 
the obſcurity. of thenight, did plainly ſee the ee which followed, every ſouldier his 
Icader, and which reach:d to thehottome of the ditch; but as be obſerved them, he heard a 
great noiſe upon the top of -theRock ; indeed: it was the Lydians who were walking their 
round : Cyr«s hearing this ſtopped , and lay cloſe to the Rock to prevent diſcovery; and 
according to his orders of imitation, he who was next him did the ſame, and fo every one 
to the end of the File did imitate hisleadzr, and ſtirred not a jot till Cyrws thought fit to 
march : But, alaſs; how full of ſad thoughts wes this Prince when he imagined his 
diſcovered, and der .of Mandana ieady to perifh ; yet his conſola- 
2ion was to ſee, that if he periſhed, the King of Afſyris who was next him, would periſh al- 
' fa; for of all his Rivals he could leaſt endure him, though he cſtgemed him very much : Bur 
his fears of being diſcovered by thoſe that wen the Round, were needlefle : For they thought 
that place ſo inacc:ſlible, that they never did uſe to viſitit, .onely went by it as a paſſe from 
one Portunto another. Cyr when he heard no more noiſe, butall quiet, he began to climb 
again with morehaſt then before, and alſo with more hopes , thinking to get unto the top of 
' theRock, andtobecome Maſter of the Work behind the Parapet before their enemies came 
another Round; and indeed hedid fo : for happily getting up to the top of. the Rock , he, 
and all that followed him,went over the Parapet, drew their ſwords, and made ready to fight: 
he was alſo ſo happy as not.to be diſcovered by any C-ntury. : Alſo to facilitate his defigne , 
and according to his orders, the King of Phryg:a, and the King of Hircauia, ſeconded by 
* Gebrias and Gadates, gave falſe Alarms on the other fide to amuſe the enemy : ;So that 
. the Lydins bzing all gone to that fide, Cyrwe had leifure enough to yur his mn unper- 
ceived. After. Cyras had left a hundred of his men to guard the hee came 
from , that hee might make good his retreat in caſe that hee could not ne Maſter 
of the Port, hes marched on in the head of four hundred of his men,” and-{o ſur 
priſed the firſt Centinels that hee killed them before that they could givethe Alaruny

Chamber, came to defire —— of Cyr#s: The ſur- 
priſe of this Princeſſe was {6 grekt, Wheri Ne ſaw SeſofÞrI2;"&tar ACCotild” notWWiſe bur criy 
out, ſo that this Prince going towards her, he preſented his hand unto her with . unconctivea= 
ble joy, and then preſented her unto Cyr#s, juſt as the Princefſe Palmis was about to an- 
ſwer his queſtion concerning Mandene. So that he was forced: whether he would ornoto 
receive the complement of the Princeſle of egypt , whoſe ſuperlative beauty did attratt the 
eyes of all beholders: he anſwered her moft civilly , and ſhe ſpoke with as much grace and ele- 
gancy as wit; but all his anfwers were very ſhort, by reaſon of his impatiency to ſee Manda= 
a, who he imagined would not appear by reaſon of her unjuſt jealouſte. Buthe had no ſoon- 
er anſwered Tsmareta, and told her ſhe was more a debtor to the valour of Seſoſtris for her 
liberty then unto him , then the Prince Artamas entred with Soficles and Tegews, whom 
Hydaſpes had relesf:d. Artamas not knowing whether he ſhould firſt pay his thanks unto 
Cyrss, as his deliverzr, or falute his Princefſe: or whether he ſhould more rejoyce at his liber« 
ty, or grieve for the imprifonment of Creſus,and being diſtrafted between a Deliverer and a 

Miſtrifſe, Cyzr»s obſerved himzand being deſirous to be rid of all that hindred him from ſeeing 
* Mandana, he went unto Artamas,and preſented him unto the Princefſe Palmss, * telling her 
that he was as worthy of her, as ſhe of him. Bur whilſt Cyr#s was thus to entertaine 
theſe two Princeſſes, before he went unto Maydana's Chamber , the King of Afſyria had 
been there before him; and aſervant opening the dore unto him, he asked where Mandana and 
the King of Powtws were? he no ſooner heard the anſwer, but hz cryed out, and ſo loud that 
Cyrus heard him; andf:aring eſt ſome fad accident had bappened unto Mandeva, he went to= 
wards him, without doing any civilities unto the Princeſk: what new fataliry is now befaln 
us, ( faid heunto him ? ) The greateſt 'thatever could ( _— he, - with ſuch a fary in his 
, eyes that ſtruck to the heart of Cyrus ) For Mandan is not here, the King of Pontws carried 
' her away more then three hours before day : How, ( —_— Cyres ina ſaddeſpair ) is not 
' Marndana here? oh Madam ( added he, arid turned to the Princeſſe of Lydia ) why did you 
not tel me this ſad newes at the firſt? Alas Sir ( ſaid ſhe unto him, in a great amazement) 1 
could riot tell you what I kriew not * forthe Guards would nor ſuffer me to go unto Manda» 
»4's Chamber to comfort my ſelfe, all the waile the horrible noiſe laſted whichI heard in the 
Town: So that __—_ the ſame ſeverity was uſed unto her as me, Inever ſaſpefted her 
flight: Alſo the danger wherem my own eyes ſaw the King my Father, and the Priricermy 
brother, did ſodiſtrak my imagination. -thar I thought upon nothing elſe,” and therfore 1 
knew nothing of Mandanaes flight? After this ; Cyrus, the King of Af5ria, and Mazares , 
went into Mandara's Chaniber; where they found her not, and where there was none but the 
ſervant, who fpokeunto'the Kingof A fſria; and him Cyrss did examine concerning Manda-
